Lommodore Watson Will Cross 
Atlantic with Warships. 


ORDERS ISSUED BY THE DEPARTMENT

Was passed at the navy department this morning a short official bulletin. 
bulletin contained these words: 

“Commodore Watson sails today in the Newark to join Admiral Samp- 
son, when he will take under his command an armored squadron with 
cruisers and proceed at once off the coast of Spain.” 

The news spread with great rapidity and the excitement in all parts of the 
Gapital became intense, greater in fact than it has been at any time since the de- 
bates in cOngress that led up to the war. There was a burrying of senators and 
refreSentatives to the white house and to the departments to see what it all meant 
end as it became realized that the report was official and genuine the excitement 
was followed by the greatest enthusiasm. 

Nothing that has been done has been so popular as this move to carry the war 


into the enemy’s country. It seems to be all the more welcome because unexpect-

DECLARED TO BE MAGNIFICENT. 


That Is the English Opinion of Ameri- 
can Valor. 
London, June 28.97-A dispatch to The Dally 


News from Port Antonio, Jamaica, says: 


“The conditions of which the Americans 
entered the battle at Sevilla show that their 
fighting was really magnificent. When at- 
tacked they ‘were hysterical and haif out 
of their minds. All courage would have 
been scorched out of less thoroughbred 
men. Their tongues were’ swelled for 
thirst and their throats shriveled. ‘Heil.’ 
said a survivor, ‘has no terrors for me 
now.’ 

“The Americans appear to be suspicious 
of the insurgents, who could be of immense 
assistance in bushwhacking. 

‘“*But how can we be sure,’ says an 
American officer, ‘that any one of them is 
not a Spaniard ready to lead us into 
trouble? We can’t talk their nigger Cas- 
tillanyand when they guide us we have to 
go it blind. We shoul@ trust them com- 
pletely or not at all.’ ”’ 


CERVERA CONTEMPLATED DASH. 


Spanish Admiral, It Is Thought, Was 
Trying To Make Escape. 

Off Santiago de Cuba, Sunday, June 26, 
via Kingston, June 27.—It is believed Cer- 
vera contemplated making a dash out of 
the harbor last night. Three columns of 
smoke were seen at sundown advancing to- 
ward the mouth of the harbor and 
small boats, believed 10 be torpedo boat 
destroyers, were observed in the neighbor- 
hood of the sunken collier Merrimac. Con- 
sequently Rear Admiral Sampson ordered 
extra precautions to be taken. The tarpedo 
boats Ericsson and Porter stood very close 
into the harbor all night, but no ships 
came out. Shortly after midnight the dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius fired three gun cot- 
ton shells in the direction of Morro castle. 
They exploded on the ridge and behind the 
eastern hill. The damage done is not 
known. The blockade continued without 
other incidents.

TRANSPORTS HAVE NOT ARRIVED 


Dewey’s Re-enforcements Are Not Yet 
Seen Near Manila. 

Manila, June 23, via Hong Kong, 
27.—Up to the time this dispatch is sent 
the transports from San Francisco having 
on board American troops intended to re- 
enforce Rear Admiral Dewey have not ar- 
rived here and there is no change in the 
situation. 

The insurgents have not made any fur- 
ther advance and the Spaniards have been 
continuing the construction of sand bank 
fortifications and the planting of sharpen- 
ed bamboos arclund Menila for the purpose 
of stopping the insurgents’ advance.

Washington Keeps Tab on the Fleet. 

Washington, June 27.—A special dispatch 
from Madrid says the minister of marine, 
Senor Aunon, has made a statement to the 
effect that Admiral Camara’s squadron will 
leave Port Said today for the Philipp’me 
fsiands. He jis also credited with saying 
he believes the squadron is powerful enough 
to defeat the ships under command of Rear 
Admiral Dewey. 

The dispatch further announces that the 
hope is expressed in Madrid that Manila 
will be able to resis™gatil be arrival there 
of Admiral Camara’s squadron. 

Admiral Camara has still about 3,000 miles 
to go. Supposing his squadrom io travel 
at the rate of 200 miles a day, which is a 
liberAl allowance when the speed mide by 
Admiral Cervera’s squadron is taken into 
consideration, Camara will be at least for- 
ty days en route, arriving at Manila by 
August 2d. 

Rear Admiral Dewey’s squadron at Ma- 
nila is 7,000 miles from his base, San Fran- 
cisco. The Monadnock left for, Manila on 
Thursday. Allowing her to proceed across 
the Pacific at the same rate of speed that 
Camara’s fleet will use in the Mediterranean 
and Indian ocean, our monitor will report 
to the flag by July 30th. 


THE THIRD SPANISH SQUADRON. 


Vessels, with Two Exceptions, Are Old 
end Worn Out. 

June 27.—The third Spanish 
squadron, it is announced here, consisting 
of the Cardinal de Cisneros, Lepanto, Nu- 
mancia, Vitoria, the monitor Puigcerde, 
three torpedo boats and the auxiliary 
steamers Metero, Leon XIII and Montser- 
rat, commanded by Admiral Barrosa, has 
been “‘ordered to assemble at Cadiz as early 
as possible.”’ 

Some of the vessels mentioned as compos- 
ing the third Spanish squadron are very 
much behind the age. 

The Numancia is an iron vessel, built in 
1863, capable-of steaming, according to the 
registers, eight knots and having a belt of 
five and a half inches of old-fashioned ar- 
mor, Her main battery consists of eight 
W-indh muzzle-loading Armstrong guns 
and her secondary battery is composed of 
six 6.2-inch quick-firing guns. 

The Vitoria is a training ship of the 
broadside frigate class, Built in 1865, and 
having a belt of five and a half inches of 
0.d-fashioned armor. Her,.main battery con- 
sists of eight 9-inch muzzle-loading Arm- 
strong guns. She may be able to steam 
ten knots. 

The monitor Puigcerda is the Spanish 
torpedo training ship. She mounts one six- 
@nch gun and two 4-inch bronze smooth- 
bores. It is caiculated that they may steam 
eight knots an bour, and her armor is four 
inches thick. Her coal supply is so small 
that she would be little or no use outside 
of a harbor. 

The Cardinal Cisneros is a (first-class 
cruiser of the most modern type, built in 
1896 at a cost of $3,000,000, having an 
armored deck two inches thick, and eight 
torpedo tubes. She carries about 1,200 tons

The Lepanto was built in 1892. She is a 
protected cruiser of 4,826 tons displacement 
and 12,000 indicated horsepower, calculated 
to enable her tersteam twenty knots. Her 
armored deck 4s 4% inches thick, and the 
mounts four 7.8-inch Hontoria guns, six 
4.7 quick-firing guns, six 6-pounders, four 
3-pounders and five small rapid-fire guns.

WHEELER'S FORCES 


AROUND SANTIAGO 


American Guns Are Trained 


Upon the Cuban Ci 
GUNS ARE WELL MOUNTED 


More Artillery Will Have To Be Brought Up and Used 


Before It Will Be Advisable To Make an 
Assault Upon the Works 
Around Santiago. 


On the Ria Guama, Sunday, June 26,Noon, via Kingston, Jamaica, Monday, 
June 27, 9 a. m—The advance force of the American army rests on this stream 
with the city of Santiago de Cuba four and a half miles westward in plain sight. 

Last night the outposts, consisting of two companies of the Seventh infantry, 
under Major Coliidge, oecupled positions at right angles to the road, guarding the 
crossing a mile and half beyond Sabina lla, where three regtments of Genéral Law- 
ton’s division are camped, the Wirst, Fourth and Seventeenth, with the Eighth, 
Second and Twenty-second Massachusetts, with the rough riders, Tenth cavalry 
and portions of several other regiments strung out behind them to Juragua. About 
800 Cubans, under General Gonzales, were camped around General Lawton'’e head- 
quarters, but less than fifty of them did scout duty last night. } 

General Wheeler today, with the First, Secondeand Tenth cavalry and the 
rough riders, with dynamite guns, moved up to where General Lawton's outposts 
‘were last night. 

Four batteries of the Third artillery and four gatling guns, with a 
special detail under Lieutenant Parker, were brought up and planted on 
the brow of a hill overlooking the basin in which Santiago de Cuba lies. 

Not a shot was fired from the Ame€can side last night, though the front of the 
American lifie was not 2,800 yards from the entrenchments where the Spaniards 
proposed to combat the advance on Sant lago de Cuba. 


Three cannon shots were heard during the night. They seemed to come from

To Be Sent to Santiago To Re-enforce 
General Shafter’s Army.

THEY WILL BEGIN MOVING THIS MORNING. 


It Will Take the Balance of the Week 
for Railroads To Movs the Troops, 
General Brooke Will Go. 


_—- 


Chattanooga, Tenn., June 27.—(Special.)— 
-Thirty thousand troops, more than half the 
big army here, have been ordered to Cuba. 
The army will be under the command of 
General J. R. Brooke, and the entire first 
corps and twenty-seven regiments will go. 

The orders to the full twenty-seven regr 
iments were issued today and were fol- 


lowed at once by the greatest activity this 


big army camp has experienced since the 
struggle of its site nearly thirty years ago. 
Every regiment and the First corps is busy 
tonight rushing preparations to leave and 
every side track in and around the town 
of Chattanooga is crowded with cars wait- 
ing to carry the soldiers away. 

This enormous movement is the” largest 
since the present war began. It means that 
the campaign in Cuba is to be pushed toa 
quick and certain end. 

Arms and equipment for a thousand men 
were ‘distributed today and by the enfi of 
the week the First corps will be complete- 
ly equipped. The twenty-seven regiments 
ordered away today include the fifteen giv- 
en orders yesterday. It seems that Brooke's 
corps has been booked to leave for some 
time. 1 stated when the First Georgia 
regiment was brought here that it was or- 
dered to Camp Thomas to complete General 
Brooke’s corps, so he could go to the’front. 
The First Georgia makes up the twenty- 
seven regiments necessary to the corps and 
completes the finest army commanded in 
the field. 

I am told by-army officers in close touch 
with headquarters that the movement of 
the First corps will not end the rush of 
troops from Chickamauga, but that other 
regiments will go to Cuba as fast as they 
are equipped. 

Commands That Will Go. . 

The official list of the regiments ordered 
away which I secured today is as follows:

regiments, made up of ‘American man- 
heod. The soldiers making up the First 
‘corps have been in the field several weeks 
and are well drilled. vearly all of them 
had a year’s experience as state volunteers. 
General Brooke will not leave camp until 
- the last of his soldiers are sent away. He 
. thinks it will be fully a week before the 
army can be moved. 

The departure of General Brooke means 
many changes in the army department of 
the gulf, but some other general will be 
detailed to take charge of the headquarters 
in Atlanta.. 4 commander will aPSo be as- 
‘signed to Camp Thomas. 

The soljier boys of the fifteen regiments 
ordered away yesterday were busy today 
packing up their small possessions prepara- 

‘tory to leaving for the front. There was 
great activity at ali of the camps and some 

_ of the regiments completed all preparations 

“with the exception of actually taking down 
their tents. 

I was told this afternoon fhat the first 
soldiers to leave camp will march out to- 
morrow morning, instead of tonight, as was 
expected. This delay is due to the fact that 
the men had not time to get ready to move 
today. It is anticipated that some further 
delay will be caused by the fact that the 
transports are not yet at Tampa and Fer- 
nandina. General Brooke is very much op- 
posed to sending troops to the coast ports 

‘before the transports are ready, as he be- 
Jieves it to be useless and senseless to send 
them.

Georgians Glad of the Move. 

The Georgians are pagticularly happy, 
because they were chosen ovt of the 59,000 
men here to go to the front. They have 
hardly had time to establish their head- 
quarters before getting orders to move, but 
they do not regret this. ag they have never 
been pleased with Chickamauga. The 
choice of the Georgia regiment over dozens 
of other regiments is plainly apparent, 
and it was this superiority in drill and 
equipment that caused General Brooke to 
name the First Georgia as a part of the 
expedition to Cuba. Some of the regiments 
here that have been in camp several weeks 
are kicking because the Georgia regiment 
is taken when it thas only just come into 
camp. . | 

The Boys, of the First regiment spent 
today In getting ready to move. The men 
were busy writing letters home and pack- 
ing’ their property. The Young Men's 
Christian Association tent was crowded 
with the soldiers all day, who were writing 
the last letters they may write home for 
monias. 

Coionel Lawton, Lieutenant Colonel 
Brooks and the two ‘majors were at di- 
vision headquarters all the morning in 
conference with General Pollard and other 
regiment; ] officers. General Pollard has 
charge of the Second division of the First 
corps, in. which the First Georgia is asso- 
ciated. General Pollard will probably be 
reduced to the command. of the First 
brigade, including the First Georgia. He 
is only a brigadier general and divisions 
are always commanded by the major gen- 
er cla, 

The Georgia soldiers will get their new 
brown canvas service uniforms  tomor- 
row before departure. Notice was given 
todav thet the uniforms would be issued 
and the boys regard this as a sure sign 
that they will be moved forward without 
delay. The brown canvas uniforms will be 
used in campaigns only. The men have not 
yet been ~paid, but they are expecting the 
paymasters to meet them at Tampa or Fer- 
nandina and give them their money. 

Hundreds of railway coaches are being 
rushed into Chattanvoga. The railroads 
will be able to handle four regiments each 
day, and this means that the movement 
will last until mext week. The work of 
loading the troops ana equipment is neces- 
sarily slow, and the railroad men do not 
expect to scnd more than four regiments 
aw:'y in &@ day, although they have been 
asked to get away six a day if possible.

COMMODORE JOHN WATSON. 


Sketch of the Commander of the Fleet 
Which Will Go to Spain’s Coast. 


Commodore John Crittenden Watson, 
who has been in command of the blocKadinyg 
fleet off Havana since Rear Admiral Samp- 
son's departure, is a Kentuckian with a 
distinguished record in the navy. 

Here is a man who by virtue of his com- 
mission is’ the senior of both Sampson and 
Schley, and yet reports to the former. Com- 
modore Schley is, on the naval register, 
acting Rear Admiral Sampseon’s senior by 
two numbers, and by the same token Com- 
modore Watson ranks ahead of Schley. It 
is probably not remembered by many that 
lt was this same Commodore Watson, then 
a young lieutenant, who lashed Farregcut to 
the rigging during the battle of Mobile 
bay. That incident of the great struggie 
between the states long since became his- 
toric, and poets and artists have found in 
it the inspiration for some of their best and 
most spirited work. ‘This is the story brief- 
ly told: 

The powerful confederate ironclad Ttn- 
nessee attacked the Hartford flercely. Far- 
ragut took up his postition in the port’ miz- 
zen rigging, the better ‘to observe the prog- 
ress of. the fight. and to direct. and cheer on 
his men, Lieutenant Watson, seeing the 
great danger to which the intrepid ad- 
miral was exposing himself, procured a 
rope and lashed him in hig place. In a 
letter which Lieutenant Watson wrote to 
his mother after the battle he mentions in 
detail the reckless bravery of Farragut, 
and adds: 

“At length I lashed him to the riggirg 
with my own hands, having in vain begged 
him not to stand in such an exposed place.”’ 

The relations which existed between Ad- 
miral Farragut and his flag lieutenant 
were of the most affectionate description. 
In his official report of the Mobile battle 
Farragut showed what he thought of young 
Watson. 

“Lieutenant ‘Watson,” he wrote, “has 
been brought to your attention in former 
times. He was on the poop attending to 
the signals and performed his duty, as 
might be expected, thoroughly. He is a 
scion worthy of the noble stock he sprang 
fram, and I commend him to your aiten- 
tion.’”’ 

There is no better blood in the navy than 
fiows in the veins of Commodore Watson. 
He was born in Frankfort, Ky., August 24, 
Edward Howe Watson, 
was a skillful and popular physician of the 
old school, and his mother, Sarah Lee Crit- 
tenden .Watson, was a daughter of John 
Jordan Crittenden, the famous Kentucky 
statesman, rival of Henry Clay, governor at 
one time of Kentucky and attorney genera! 
in William Henry Harrigon's cabinet, 

Governor Crittenden’s first wife was Miss 
Sarah Lee. Some years after her death he 
married the widow of John Harris Todd. 
By his first wife he had a lare family, in- 
cluding General Thomas L. Crittenden, of 
the United States army. Among tie chil- 
dren of his second wife was Harry J. Todd, 
a well-known Kentuckian and father of 
Chapman C. Todd, United States navy, now 
commanding the gunboat Wilmington, of 
Commodore Watson's squadron. Another 
of her sons was George R. Todd, former 
mayor of Louisville, Ky. 

Commodore Waitson was married in 1873 
to Miss Elizabeth Thornton, a distant con- 
nection, and daughter of Judge James 
Thornton, of San Francisco. The result of 
their union was eight children, seven of 
whom are living. The eldest son, John 
Edward Watson, is an.ensign in the navy 
and is now attached to the cruiser Detroit. 
Commodore Watson's maval career has 
been a notable cne. He entered the naval 
academy September 29, 1856, and was grad- 
vated in June, 1860, standing nigh in his 
class. 

He was immediately assigned to the rank 
of midshipman, and August 15th joined the 
Susquehanna in that capacity for a cruise 
to rope. While he was abryvad the civil 
war broke out, and he returned at once to 
také part in it. 

He was promoted to the rank of master 
August 31,.1861. His career as a fighter did 
not really begin, however, until January 10, 
1862, when he was ordered to the Hartford 
as navigator. This was Admiral Farragut's 
flagship. He was commissioned a lieutenant

wese completed and only as a last resort. It was because of this belief that the 


first feeling after today’s announcement was one of doubt. 


There Was Doubt at First. 

The general tendency was to regard this announcement as being-in the nature 
of a ruse, such as have been coming from the enemy, but investigation has led 
to the conviction that this is to be the real thing, that it.ig, in fact, to be a thor- 
oughly business move meant to carry the war home to the Spanish government 


and the Spanish people. For some time this movement has been under consideration 


by the naval strategists and iis value has been impressed upon President Mc- 
Kinley. 

While the president realized that it would be a valuable move if suc- 
cessfully executed, he was stiil loath to send a fleet across the Atlantic. 

Such an act, it seemed to him, would be construed as allen to the purposes of 
this war which was inaugurated for the salvation of the suffering Cubans, but at 
the same time he has been very much opposed to sending an Amiérican army of 
100,000 men against Havana at this season of the year, and the result is he con- 


sents to the naval expedition as the least ebjectionable and as most likely te 


bring an early result. - 

The war is to be carried into Spanish waters with the idea that in this way the 
people of Spain will be soonest brought to the realization of the hopelessness of 
their struggle, and will then be in a mood to listen to the suggestions of their 
friends in Europe that they sue for peace. 

The president realizes that just so long as the Spanish people are edu- 
cated to the belief that the “yankee pigs,’’ as we are poetically called, 
cannot and will not fight, and so long as the only news they have is of 
the Spanish victories reeled off from Blanco’s typewriters, just that long 
will it be impossible for the sensible men of the Spanish government to 


promote any movement looking toward peace. ' 
The president is undoubtedly in favor of as speedy ending of the war as pos- 


sible, and he believé8, as do the naval strategists. that the best way to bring 


about a peace movement in Spain is for an American squadron to take a shy at 


Cadiz, or if possible to catch and destroy that Camara fleet. It is probable that the 


news of eastward movement of that fleet is what determined our strategists to 
immediate counteraction. 


_Camara’s Location No Longer Doubted. 

The news from Port Said that Camara’s entire fleet is there is no longer doubt- 
ed here in Washington, though at first there was a disposition to doubt that the 
armored ships were with the others. 

Two reasons prompt the sending of Commodore Watson’s squadron at just this 
time. One of these, as has heen explained, is to carry the war home to Spain; the 
other © to induce Camara to turn his fleet back from the Suez canal. 


The American naval officers want to get a chance at that fleet, and 


they believe their movement in this respect will be successful. 

Then they do not want the fleet to get the Philippines. There is some anxiety 
here over the non-arrival of the first relief expedition at Manila. According to all 
calculations that expedition should have arrived at Manila several days ago, but 
no advices of its arrival have as ‘yet been received. While there is no doubt of 
Dewey's ability to dispose of any fleet which Spain can send against him, the offi- 
clals of the government are not anxious to have conditions there complicated by 


Spanish occupation of some other of the islands. 


Watson’s Fleet’Is Large Enough.: 

The force placed at Watson's command is believed to be sufficiently strong to 
dispose of that Camara fleet, or anything elsé which Spain can send against it. 
If it should be deemed necessary, other vessels will be sent to join him just as 
soon as Santiago falls. It is not stated just when Watson's squadron will sail east- 
ward. The three vessels seiected as colliers have started #lready on their way to 
Newport News to take on a large supply of coal. It will require about a week to 
get this down to Sampson's fieet; so if the start is made from that point it will be 
impossible for Commodore Watson to get away the 4th of July. 

This would seem to be an auspicious date for the beginning cf an expedition 
that will, for the first time in the world’s history, start from the new world to 
attack continental Europe. No attempt is made to deny that the governmént is in- 
fluenced in ordering this movement by a desire to check the progress eastward of 
the Cadiz fleet. It was not believed that the Spanish admiral could be guilty of 
the folly of uncovering this home ports in this fashion, but Inasmuch as he seems 
determined to do so the naval strategists could not do less than take advantage 
of the magnificent opportunity thus afforded to strike a crushing blow at Spain, 
and thereby perhaps save much time and loss of life and money in the conduct 
of the tedious campaign in Cuba. The determination to send this squadron against 
Spain was the outcome of direct official advices reaches the state and navy depart- 
ments as to the progress of Admiral Camara’s squadron. These advices give a list 


of the Spanish ships now nearing the Suez canal, which differs somewhat from the 
list given in the press dispatches and by Lloyd’s. The officia) list is as follows: 


Vessels That Make Up Camara’s Fleet. 

Pelayo, Carlos V, Audaz, Osada, Prosperina, Patriota, Rapido, Buenos Ayres, 
Isla de Panay, Colon, Covandonga and San Francisco. 
' The additional information comes from official sources that this squadron is at 
Port Said, and expects to take on board 16,000 tons of coal before entering the Suez 
Canal. Such a heavy coaling will take some time, It discloses aiso that the ad- 
miral expects to make a jong sail, and is doubtless headed for the Philippines, a 
point which the officials here doubted at first. 

This squadron is the most formidable Spain has afloat in total tonnage, 


strength of individual ships, armor and guns. ' 

It is apparent that the main reliance of Camara's fleet is on the battleship 
Pelayo, the armored critiser Carlos V, and the two new torpedo boat destroyers 
Audaz and Osada. The other are auxiliaries and colliers. As there are only two 
armored ships in the lot, Admiral Dewep’s fleet of protected but unarmored ships 
will probably take care of this Spanish equadron. With the Monterey added he 
could certainly do so. 

The eastern squadron, which the United States will now gend against Spain, 
far outranks this Spanish squadron, the Iowa and Oregon exceeding the Pelayo 
and Carlos V at every point, while the other United States vessels are far su- 
perior, ship for ship, to those of the Spaniseh squadron, with the single exception 
of the two Spanish torpedo boat destroyers.

Vessels Watson Will Have with Him. 

Of the whole squadron, the best alJl-around ship undoubtedly is the battleship 
Iowa. She is of 11,29 tons, with a speed of sixteen and a half knots. Her battery 
is made up of forty-six guns altogether, so that she is a floating fortress in herself. 
Four of these guns are ‘twelve-inch caliber, mounted in turrets, and there are 


eight eight-inch guns in turrets. six four-inch quick firers, twenty six-pounders, 


six one-pounders and four gatlings. The Oregon is a sister ship to the Indiana, and 
has just earned a world’s record as a worldcruising battleship by making the Jong 
run from San Francisco to Key West. Her battery is heavier than the lowa’s, in 
that her big turret guns are of thirteen-inch caliber. The battery, in other re- 
spects, is similar to’ the Indiana. Like the latter, she is fitted with torjiedo tubes

tion guns are made, Each of the three naval provinces has a certain number of 
coast towns under its immediate care. 

The Ferrol division ineludes the ports of Ferrol, Corruna, Vilagarcia, Vigo, Vi- 
vero, Rivardeo, Santander, Bilboa and St. Sebastian. 

The Cadiz division includes the ports of Cadiz, Algeciras, Malaga, Montiril, 
Almeria, Seville, Huelva and the Canaries. 

The Carthagena district includes the ports of Carthagena, Alicante, Valence, 
Vinaros, Tortose, Barcelona, Mataro, Majorca, Mahon and Ivice. 

The total artillery of these ports, under the normal conditions prior to the 
war, is as follows: 

One hundred and nineteen Krupp guns, 55 Armstrong guns, 9 Ordonez guns 
and a large number of Hontoria guns. The main reliance is on the Ordonez 
guns, which are specially designed for fortification purposes. They are of 21, 
24 and .30 centimetres. 

A separate division of the coast is made for the purpose of placing torpedo 
and submarine mines. This work is divided into four districts with Ferro), Cadiz, 
Carthagena and Mahon as headquarters. Each town along the coast is allotted 
a certain numbér of torpedoes. For instance, the allotment for Barcelona alone 
is 500 torpedoes, 


Ports Are Connected by Cable. 

Many of these ports are connected by cables, which form an additional feat- 
ure of naval attack. A cable runs from Barcelona to Marseilles. Cadiz has three 
cables, one to the Canaries, another to G:braltar and another to Villariel. Vigo is 
the cable station for two lines. 

The information ig in minute detail as to the defenses of each port. For in- 
Stance Ferro! is protected on the north by a series of three batteries and two 
chateaus, the chateaus occupying points which command passes from the sea. The 
town is encircled by bastions and redoubts of ancient pattern, but recently re- 
modeled. The defenses of Cadiz consist of a circle of eleven powerful forts. The 
other harbors are similarly defined with detail information ag to approaches, chan- 
nels, depth of water, batteries, etc. Withe this full information at hand, the na- 
ture of the assault ‘upon the coast of Spain will be pretty well outlined before 
the American squadron sails. At the same time, much will be left to the com- 
mander-in-chief of this squadron. Some naval authorities believe that the Canary 
islands will be the first point of attack and that the next move will be to estab- 
lish a naval base at Ceuta, a point on the African coast owned by Spain, and 
opposite Gibraltar. With this base our ships would be within easy striking dis- 
tance of the long stretch of Spanish coast.

The top. of every hill and 
mountain nortn and east of Santiago is vcecupited by blockhouses, from which the 
Spaniards can view the movements of the American army as it advances beyond 
Sabanilla, while to the eastward of the city, gashing every Lnoll and bit of high 
ground are Spanish entrenchments. Ine correspondent of the Associated Press 
from an elevation to the right of the American line today counted thirty-four of 
these entrenchments, completely fencing every approach to the city. The trenches 
have been dug as tha conformation of the groun@ admitted. The ends of the 
trenches overlap where breaks in the line, occur, thus securing comparatively 
the safest retreat from rifle fire in case part of the trenches are captured. 

Upon one of these works modern guns have been mountei. They can 


be plainly seen with the naked eye. 


Spies report that inside the entrench ments are four parallel lines of rifle pits, 
shoulder deep, and in front of them are marked ranges and several rows of barbed 
wire fences. Y ' 

The general opinion is that more artillery will be necessary before it will be 
safe to attempt to make an assault upon the Spanish works, as the fire of the rifle 
pits must necessarily be deadly and suffi cient to demoralize any force, no matter 
how brilliant in its courage, when halted by wire obstructions. 

The problem now confronting the army is the transportation of supplies, for 
the roads to the front are still impassable #r wagons, but are being improved. In 
the meantime the pack trains are being used. The first of these left Juragua last 
night an@ others left today. 

The officers and men were completely out of rations yesterday. The

Another negro named George May. Mar- 
Bhall shot his wife with a pistol, the ball 
ntering the thigh. He shot at Lamar, but 
issed him, and shot at May six times but 
‘did not hit him. Jealousy was ithe cause 
/of Marshall shooting his wife and shooting 
lat Lamar. ‘He shot at May in resisting 
’ arrest, and was shot by May. Tihe shoot- 
? ing occurred on Henry Brown's plantation, 
© twelve miles from Macon, Saturday night. 
' Marshall saw his wife and Lamar sitting 
in the yard talking together, and he open- 
ed fire upon them with the above result. 

On Sunday a party of negroes undertcck 
to arrest Marshall about a half inile from 
the scene where he shot his wife. Mar- 
ehall resisted arrest and fired with his 
pistol six times at George May, one of the 
patty. May had a shotgun loaded with No. 
7 shot, and he fired at Marshall, the load 
itaking effect in one of his legs. He was 
‘then captured and brought to Macon this 
‘morning and put in jail. 

On Trial for Murder. 

John Stevens, colored, was put on trial 

in Bibb superior court thia morning on the 
(charge of having murdered Gr. James 
Kershaw about five weeks ago by shooting 
him with a shotgun in Randall’s place of 
"business, on Cotton avenue. Stevens shot 
Mr. James Carr seriously at the same time 
he killed Mr. Kershaw. The case excited 
much public interest, and the courthouse 
today was crowded with spectators. The 
prosecution was represented by Acting So- 
licitor General Roland Ellis, and Anderson, 
Anderson & Grace, this firm having been 
engaged by Mr. George T. Kershaw, the 
father of the deceased. By appointment 
of Judge Felton, the prisoner was defended 
by Messrs. Claud Dstes, M. G. Bayne and 
‘will Brunson. The examination of wit- 
‘messes was conducted for the staite by 
,Acting Solicitor Ellis. Mr, Bstes examined 
for the defendant. 

The general evidence was to the effect 
that Stevens was slow in waiting on Ker- 
shaw and Carr and some of the friends. 
Words passed between Stevens and Ker- 
shaw and Carr. Kershaw and Carr stared 
to leave the place, and got as far as the 
front door, when they retraced their steps 
and started back at Stevens, who was be- 
\hind the counter. Stevens picked up a 
ehotgun that was under the counter and 
told the young men not to advance on him. 
They advanced, however, and the negro 
leveled the gun and told them to come no 
Aurther, Kershaw stepped behind the coun- 
i#ér, Whe negfo fired,'the load of No. 4 shot 
striking him in the neck, and Kershaw fell 
dead. Carr stepped up right behind Ker- 
shaw. as he fell, and Stevens then fired at 

the load =_ striking Carr a 
shot on the right side of the 
an ugly wound. The 
defense attempted to prove that Ker- 
ehaw was not only adyancing on Stevens, 
behind the bar, but that Kershaw had his 
hand on his pistol pocket. The defendant's 
only’ witness, Tom Morrissy, was the only 
witness who said Kershaw had his hand on 
his right hip pocket. All the state wit- 
messes denied this feature of the case. The 
prisoner, in his statement, corroborated 
Mol y. Soon after Kershaw was killed 
‘both Kershaw and Carr were searched, but 
mo pistol or other weapon was found on 
them. 
’ Carr-was the first witness examined today. 
Ever since the killing he has been at the 
city hospital. He has recovered from his 
wound Carr is about twenty-two years 
old, intelligent and genial. He is in the

(Macon about eighteen months. He former-

, Carr’s Testimony. 
Carr’s testimony, in effect, was as fol- 


dows: 

Carr said that he and Kershaw left the 
Georgia Southern and Florida office on the 
night of the killing at about 6 o’clock. They 
took e giass of beer together and afier- 


jwards’sat and talked in the park opposite: 


‘the Academy for the Blind, returning down 
‘Plum street and went into Randali’s gro- 
jecery and bar in company with Charley 
tAdams. When they went in, Randall, the 
'proprietor, was not in the bar, and Ste- 
vens, the negro, was there, and told them 
‘Randall was out, but that he would wait 
‘on them. Carr told him that if he was 
going to wait on them he must get a move 
{on ‘him. The negro turned around and 
@sked him what he said, and Carr replied 
by striking at him with his left hand over 
the bar, but the did not hit him. 

The pary—Kershaw, Carr and Adams— 
then .left the bar before their order was 
filled. As they got to the door Kershaw 
applied an epithet to the negro and a few 
moments afterwards the negro, in reply, 
said he (Kershaw) was not one.

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Stevens was standing with the gun to 
his shoulder and then ghot Carr. Carr re- 
membered going out the front door where 
he was stopped by a police offieer and was 
taken back to the bar. 

He said positively that Kershaw had no 
Weapon at the time or during the evening. 
In fact, he had told Carr that the did not 
have a weapon. 

He had not gone through the partition 
with his hand to his hip pocket so far as 
Carr could see, nor had he, so far as Carr 
heard, made any threats about killing the 
negro. 

The prosecution argued that the provo- 
cation was not sufficient to cause Stevens 
to use a gun for his defense, and that he 
could have on account of the superiority 
of his physical strength, have defended 
himself easily against Kershaw without 
the use of any weapon. It does not appear 
that he had any reason to fear that Ker- 
Shaw was about to hurt him. 

The defense tried to prove That Stevens 
acted purely in self defense and that he was 
forced into a corner behind the bar before 
he used the gun as a last resort. 


Odd Fellows Won. 


In the city court today a verdict for $200

Captain Hodgson, of the dispatch boat 
Hugh McCulloch, which figured in the 
battle at Manila, and Naval Cadet Joseph 
Wright Powell, who held the steam launch 
under the bluffs at Santiago harbor search- 
ing for the crew of the Merrimac. 

Authorityxis asked of the senate for the 
transfer of Hobson from the construction 
corps to the line of the navy, and the pres- 
ident announces that ,with authority given, 
he will by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate suitably advance Hob- 
son in the line. 

The Hudson’s crew are to be given a vote 
of thanks and medals of commemoration. 
Captain Hodgson is to be suitably recog- 
nized. 

The president mentioning Hobson cites 
the fact that the crew with him already 
have been promoted. 

The message in relation to Hobson was

SENATOR CLAY 
ON ANNEXATION 


Makes Strong Argument Against a 
Colonial Pelicy. 


TO GUARD AGAINST DANGER

WHY SHOULD - CHINESE BE EXCLUDED 


If the United States Is To Admit to 
Citizenship the People of Ha- 
waii and Cuba? 


Washington, June  (27.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Clay was one of the principal 
speakers in today’s debate in the senate. 
He made a clean cut argument and was 
given close attention. Senator Clay first ask- 
ed whether either the territory or popula- 
tionof the Hawaiian islands was desirable, 
and went into details concerning the char- 
acter of the islands and of their inhabi- 
tants. He. stated that outside of the 3 
per cent of Americans resident on the isl- 
ands, the others were incapable of appre- 
ciating our institutions or becoming good 
and valuable citizens. 

He pointed to the fact that we have 
passed stringent immigration laws to pre- 


other countries of the world, and have by 
special legislation endehvored to protect 
our Pacific coast by keeping out the 
Chinese, and yet it is proposed to take in 
a most motley lot of Mongolians and 
others who cannot,by any stretch of the 
imagination, be’ made good citizens. He 
pointed out the great responsibility which 
the duty of furnishimg these islands with 
a government involves. While it is desira- 
ble ang right to extend the blessings of 
our civilization, it is our first duty to 
guard ovr own government and our own 
people. The intelligence of the people is 
the bulwark of this republic and to secure 
such intelligence for the future it is the 
duty of congress to guard against danger- 
ous infusions of population. 

Senator Clay took strong ground against 
annexation by resolution, contending that 
it was the most dangerous legislation ever 
contemplated by congress. He quoted 
Senators Proctor and Thurston in their 
strong declarations against the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, which were based on the 
undesirability of the population, and asked 
how they could support the annexation of 
Hawaii in view ‘of their position then 
taken. He contended that we have al- 
ready territory enough to accommodate 
seven times our present population. We 
have not arrived at the stage where it is 
necessary for us to go out after more ter- 
ritory. He thought there was every indi- 
cation that this annexation of Hawali was 
the first step in a policy of conquest. The 
entire action of the administration, it 
seemed to him, was to indicate that it was 
undoubtedly the idea of the annexationists 
to go out and take in all the-. outlying 
Spanish possessions, and he gave in de- 
tail some facts about thege possessions 
showing their undesirability from any 
Standpoint. He thought that if Dewey, 
after destroying the fleet at Manila, had 
sailed around and joined Sampson and 
Schley in crushing Spanish authority in 
Cuba, such action would have been more 
fully in accord with the purpose for which 
the war is, ostensibly at least, being 
waged, than the further conquest of the 
Philippines. He declared that this coun- 
try is not prepared for a colonial policy 
and argued that it is against the genius 
of our government. 

In strong terms he warned the senate 
against departing frum the policies of 
government under which this country has 
grown to its present gréatness, and warn- 
€qd them against Hawaiian annexation as 
being the first.step in the dark. He quoted 
from the treaty with Hawali to show that 
we now have the rights to Pearl harbor 
for a rhval base and coaling station, and 
argued that this is all that is needed. His 
speech was a strong and able presenta- 
tion of his side of the question.

EK. 8B. Stahiman appeared before the

They advanced, however, and the negro 
leveled the gun and told them to come no 
cartes, Kershaw stepped behind the coun- 
#ér, Whe negfo fired,’ the load of No. 4 shot 
striking him in the neck, and Kershaw fell 
dead. Carr stepped up right behind Ker- 
shaw as he fell, and Stevens then fired at 
Carr, the load _—_ striking Carr a 
giancing shot on the right side of the 
meck, making an ugly wound. The 
defense attempted to prove that Ker- 
ehaw was not only advancing on Stevens, 
behind the bar, but that Kershaw had his 
hand on his pistol pocket. The defendant's 
only’ witness, Tom Morrissy, was the only 
‘witness who said Kershaw had his hand on 
bis right hip pocket. All the state wil- 
messes denied this feature of the case. The

others who cannot,by any stretch of the 
imagination, be made good citizens. He 
pointed out the great. responsibility which 
the duty of furnishimg these islands with 
a government involves. While it is desira- 
ble anq right to extend the blessings of 
our civilization, it is our first duty to 
guard ovr own government and our own 
people. The intelligence of the people is 
the bulwark of this republic and to secure 
such intelligence for the future it is the 
duty of congress to guard against danger- 
ous infusions of population. 

Senator Clay took strong ground against 
annexation by resolution, contending that 
it was the most dangerous legislation ever 
contemplated by congress. He quoted 
Senators Proctor and Thurston in their 
strong declarations against the annexa- 
tion of Cuba, which were based on the 
undesirability of the population, and asked 
how they could support the annexation of 
Hawaii in view of their position then 
taken. He contended that we have al- 
ready territory enough to accommodate 
seven times our present population. We 
have not arrived at the stage where it is 
necessary for us to go out after more ter- 
ritory. He thought there was every indi- 
cation that this annexation of Hawaii was 
the first step in a policy of conquest. The 
entire action of the administration, it 
seemed to him, was to indicate that it was 
undoubtedly the idea of the annexationists 
to go out and take in all the outlying 
Spanish possessions, and he gave in de- 
tail some facts about these possessions 
showing their undesirability from any 
standpoint. He thought that if Dewey, 
after destroying the fleet at Manila, had 
sailed around and joined Sampson and 
Schley in crushing Spanish authority in 
Cuba, such action would have been more 
fully in accord with the purpose for which 
the war is, ostensibly at least, being 
waged, than the further conquest of the 
Philippines. He declared that this coun- 
try is not prepared for a colonial policy 
and argued that it is against the genius 
of our government. 

In strong terms he warned the senate 
against departing frum the policies of 
government under which this country has 
grown to its present gréatness, and warn- 
ed them against Hawaiian annexation as 
being the first step in the dark. He quoted 
from the treaty with Hawaii to show that 
we now have the rights to Pearl harbor 
for a val base and coaling station, and 
argued that this is all that is needed. His 
speech was a strong and able presenta- 
tion of his side of the question,

Washington, June 27.—(Special.)—Major 
E. B, Stahlman appeared before the 
senate investigating committee again to- 
day, and exhibited copies of telegrams 
that passed between himself and Barbee & 
Smith, not, as he said, because the com- 
imittee had a right to demand them (inas- 
much as matters between an attorney and 
client were sacred), bui because he desired 
to give the fullest information to the com- 
mittee to enable it to reach a just conclu- 
sion. He presented also a statement show- 
ing what disposition he made of the money 
derived by hjm as a fee in prosecuting the 
claim. It_was elaborate and explicit, giv- 
ing in adétail the disbursement of evVary 
dollar of the money, including the names 
of the parties to whom the money was 
paid, in order that the committee might 
have collateral testimony, if desired, show- 
ing that the statement was true in every 
particular. He- said to the committee he 
knew as a matter of right the committee 
had no authority to demand of him such a 
statement, and he made it alone to prove 
conclusively to the committee that there 
was no money used to improperly influence 
congress, and that no part of the money 
was paid to those connected with the pub- 
lishing house, or any one else who had a 
a part or parcel in making the agreement 
with him for a fee.

Washington,June 27.—The postponed meet- 
ing of the democratic caucus adjourned to 
December tonight without disposing of the 
resolutions introduced by Mr. Bailey and 
amended by Mr. McRae, of Arkanszas, pro- 
posed to make future action of democratic 

caucuses binding on all participants. 

The resolutions were presented last Mon- 
day night, but after debate the vote was 
postponed until tonight. When the caucus 
met tonight Mr. Richardson having gone 
to Tennessee, Mr. Dyer, of California, 
presided.

The democratic state convention 
which meets tomorrow will be differ- 
ent in one important respect from any 
state nominating convention that was 
ever held in Georgia. It will meet, not 
to nominate a candidate for governor, 
but to formally declare a nomination 
that has already been made. Here- 
tofore there has, in some imstances, been 
some doubt as to which candidate would 
receive the nomination. Delegates rep- 
resenting little town mass meetings and. 
courthouse conventions allowed them- 
selves comsiderable latitude, and many 
had no instructions. Consequently when 
ea gubernatorial convention assembled, 
there was always a great stir among 
the politicians—a good deal of pulling, 
hauling and bustling about. 

All this was possible because the 
people had not been fairly and fully 
consulted. Candidates for all the im- 
portant offices ‘were practically chosen 
by the politicians, and it was expected 
that the people would be considerate 
enough to ratify what was done. Well, 
the pedple have been very patient, all 
things considered, but they have grad- 
vally brought about the most signifi- 
cant revolution that ever took place in 
party methods. And the convention 
which assembles tomorrow is the first 
fruits of ‘it. . 

The delegates to this convention come 
instructed. ‘They ‘have received their 
instructions, not from any clique, or 
combination, or mass meeting, or court- 
house convention, but from the great 
body of the people. They will not be 
compelled to caucus and consider; they 
will not be pulled and hauled about and 
button-holed by political lobbyists. Al: 
such artifices belong to the past. The 
convention has only to meet and declare 
the will of the people. So far as the 
nomination of statehouse officers is con- 
cerned, its work has all been cut out for 
it; the people have nominated them 
and the convention will merely proclaim 
in a formal way the result of the popu. 
lar will. ~ 

To superficial observers it might seem 
that the great reform which has been 
accomplidhed takes something away 
from the dignity and importance of the 
convention, but it is not so. No body 
of men could be more important than 
that which represents and stands for 
the ascertained will of the people. No- 
body could have more authority in deal- 
ing with party affairs than that which 
represents absolutely and infallibly the 
will and purposes of an overwhelming 
‘majority of the voters of the party. 

Armed with this authority, there is 
no reason why the convention should 
‘confine its labors to carrying out the 
merely formal duties which come be- 
fore it. On the contrary, it should do 
everything in its power to perpetuate 
and make permanent the great reform 
which has been accomplished in the 
party. It should strive to fasten and 
fix upom the organization the methods 
by which the selection of all candidates 
. jg referred to the direct vote of the peo- 
ple. 
That this great reform is indorsed by 
the people is shown by the large vote 
polled at the recent primary. . This en- 
thusiastic participation demonstrates be- 
yond all question that the people were 
eager to celebrate the reform, and it 
embodies an tndorsement which the con- 
vention cannot allow to pass unheeded, 
Let the~ representatives of the party, 
therefore, fix this reform firmly in the 
constitution of the party in Georgia by

In this way the convention which as- 
sembles tomorrow may make itself a 
memorable one; in this way its mem- 
bers, working solely and unselfishly for 
the permanent removal of every barrier 
that has been erected between 
the people and those who  ap- 
ply to them for office, may make a last- 
ing impression on the party’ organiza- 
tion, and refresh and strengthen the 
party itself so that all who trust and 
believe in the people will gather to- 
gether under the banner of genuine de- 
mocracy, in the name of which the peo- 
ple are all-powerful. 

In referring, even by implication, to 
the evils (which have heretofore ex- 
isted—to the ease with whidh the ma- 
chinery of the party has been controlled 
and manipulated in the interest of rings, 
cliques and combinations, it is not “our 
purpose to single out any campaign or 
man or set of men and point to him or 
them as responsible. ‘The people—the 
democratic voters—are responsible. 
These evils have been growing up for 
thirty years, and ordinary human na- 
ture could not resist the temptation to 
take advantage of them. 

But the reform has begun. Let 
Wednesday’s convention seize the op- 
portunity to confirm and fix it in the 
constitution of the party, so that here- 
after when ambitious men desire to 
serve the party, the humblest voter in 
the organization may have an oppor- 
tunity to say whether or not the can- 
didate is the man he would choose for 
the place. In this direction the con- 
vention cannot go wrong. If it be 
said that one convention cannot bind 
another, we answer that the people will 
do the binding. Once let this great re- 
form be fastened upon the party, no 
subsequent donvention will ‘have ‘the 
hardihood to uado it without direct au- 
thority from the people themselves; and 
that authority the people will never be.

Is the Cavalry To Go? 

The Ohicago Evening Post is author- 
ity for the statement that the well-de- 
fined impression exists in the army that 
the present war will mark the passing 
of the cavalry with its brilliant exploits 
of sword and saber. 

Since the days of knighthood the 
achievements of the cavalry have been 
the favorite themes of romance, and 
naturally the foregoing: declaration is 
well-calculated to disturb the public 
mind. But The Chicago Evening Post 
hastens to observe that while it seems 
decreed that the cavalry must go, its 
place in that event will be supplied by 
mounted infantry, equipped with rapid- 
firing rifles. There is logic in the pre- 
diction which our contemporary makes, 
in proof of which we cite the following 
brief extract: 


In former wars the cavalry would wait 
for the opportunity. try to draw the fire 
of the opposing infantry forces and then 
dash across the field straight at the enemy, 
and would try to throw him into confusion, 
leaving .the works of following up the vant- 
age to the infantry support. The purpose 
and object of this branch of the service 
seemed to be to strike hard and swiftly 
when it was least expected and thus earry 
the day by storm. This was possible when 
the old time rifles were in use, In ‘the civil 
war, during the first two. years, few cart- 
ridge-firing rifles were in use, and even 
during the closing years they were limited 
in numbers and there was little opportunity 
to test the strength of a cavalry force 
in the face of these guns. The rapid-firing 
rifle was not a feature in that war. It was 
not testeq until the Franco-Prussian war, 
when the Germans won through the supe- 
riority of their rifles. 

In the civil war, after the first volley it 
was possible for a body of cavalry to 
charge a\force of infantry before another 
volley could possibly be fired, ang the im- 
petus of the charge was terrific. The hol- 
low square was practically the only forma- 
tion that could withstand such @m blow. 
But armed with the modern rapid-firing 
rifle what show would the cavalry have in 
charging against a force of infantry? The 
foot soldiers could “pump lead’’ into the 
charging force so fast that with any accip 
racy in markmanship the cavalry. would 
be cut to pieces before it could come within 
striking distance with a saber. 


‘With the changes which the past few

‘years have brought about in the deadly 


implements of war, it is not surprising 
that some corresponding changes should 
be wrought in the organization of the 
army itself; but while it may be neces- 
sary for the cavalry to go, still it is not 
without regret that the world contem- 
plates the idea of giving it up. From 
this branch of the military service have 
come some of the knightliest heroes of 
the world ranging in point of time from 


the days of Sir Lancelot to the days of 


Fitzhugh Lee. 


Former Invasions. 

The invasion of Cuba by American 
troops at this time naturally calls up 
the invasions which have heretofore 
been made by American troops in the 
past history of the government. 

Research has recently been under- 


taken in this direction by some able 


writer on The St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat, who goes into the matter thorough- 
ly. We take the liberty of quoting 
priefiy from the data which he has thus 
compiled. 

The first dash made by American 
troops into foreign territory occurred 
during President Jefferson’s first admin- 
istration in what is known as the war 
with Tripoli. In this conflict General 
William Baton, one of the veterans of 
: who was at that time 
at Tunis, led a small 
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‘away to the Canaries. 
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| tillerists, supplemented by Greeks and 


Arabs, over six hundred miles across the 
Libyan desert to Derney the capital of 
one of Tripoli’s. richest provinces. Suc- 


| cess brilliantly crowned the enterprise, 


and Derne fell. with little resistance. 

Next, during the war of 1812, Ameri- 
can troops under Generals Hull and 
Harrison invaded Canada with satis- 
factory results. 

In the war with ‘Mexico American 
troops under Generals Scott and Taylor 
carried the stars and stripes for the 
third time into foreign territory, win- 
ning signal and decisive victories in 
almost every battle. As the fesult 
of the war with Mexico, the domain 
of Texas, which had previously been 
admitted into the union, was retained. 
while several hundred thousand square 
miles were added to the area of the re- 
public by way of indemnification. 

Such is briefly the record of invasions 
made ‘by iAmerican troops up to the 
present time. With .respect to the pro- 
posed invasions of Cuba and Porto Rico 
it is likely from present indications that 
they will command greater interest and 
accomplish greater results than any pre- 
vious affair of the kind in - the his-~ 
tory of the government. Of course, it 
is impossible to tell what the future will 
bring forth, but enough is known to 
warrant the prediction that Cuba and 
Porto Rico wil¥ soon be rid of the ac- 
cursed despotism of Spain, and that 
victory will magnificently crown the in- 
vasions Which are now being made or 
are to be made by American troops. 
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Paying the Penalty. 


The hopeless, almost pitiable, condi- 
tion of the Spanish government could 
not better be illustrated than by the 
vacillating course which-~ Admiral Ca- 
mara’s squadron has been compelled to 
adopt. When the squadron was hang- 
ing around Cadiz, a popular demand 
arose that it should be sent to the Phil- 
ippines. Thereupon the admiral sailed 
Then, fearing 
that perhaps a part of the American 
fleet might undertake to cruise in that 
direction, the admiral sailed away to 
Cadiz. Remaining there until the pop- 
ular clamor rose again, he sailed past 
the coast of Portugal, and put in at 
another Spanish harbor. In a few 
day, he sailed back to Cadiz, then to 
the Canaries, and back to Cadiz. 

Fle is now reported at Port Said with 
a few vessels and transports containing 
4,000 troops, waiting to go through the 
Suez canal. It is impossible to say 
whether it is the intention of the admir- 
al’s government to send him on a wild 
goose chase to the Philippines or not. 
The cabinet, confronted by certain de- 
feat in every quarter, seems to have 
lost its head, and it is as likely to do 
one thing as another. The foundations 
seem to be slipping from under the gov- 
ernment itself, and theré is no telling 
how soon the poor queen regent, who 
at least should be an object of com- 
miseration, will ‘have to take her little 
lad to hér friends in Austria. 

Now, as of old, the innocent must suf- 
fer from the sins of the guilty. The 
crimea the Spaniards are now expiating 
have been accumulating and growing 
more desperate for hundreds of years. 
Bad government, licentiousness and d:s- 
honesty in high places, an utter disre- 
gard of the welfare of the people—these 
are some of the high crimes and mis- 
demeanors for which Spain in now pay- 
ing a part of the penalty. 
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As with individuals, so with nations. ; 


Lust, wanton extravagance, knavery 


and folly will bring the highest down.

Womanhood’s Interest in the War. 


Just prior to the recent battle of Ma- 
nila the captain general of the Philip- 
pines issued a flamboyant address to the 
natives informing them that the Asiatic 
squadron of the United States wason its 
way to Manila, and urging them to be 
prepared to defend the islands. In the 
most savage terms he abused the people 
of the United States, and declared, in 
effect, that if they succeeded by any 
foul mishap in gaining possession of 
the islands, neither honor nor virtue 
would be safe from brutal outrage. 

Of course, the language of this official 
document, coming from the captain gen- 
eral of the Philippines, was wel cal- 
cwated to poison the minds of the loyal 
Spanish element of the population, in- 
cluding the intelligent as well as the ig- 
norant classes. Some idea of its ef- 
fect may be obtained from the contents 
of a letter recently received in this coun- 
try from Captain Frank Wildes, of the 


| American ertiser Boston, in which he 


narrates several interesting events 
which have taken place in Manila since 
Admiral Dewey’s unprecedented victory 
in that:quarter. Among other things, 
Captain Wildes tells of a beautiful and 
refined Spanish lady, who was so. dis- 
tressed over the success of “the vile 
Americans” in taking possession of Ma- 
nila that she went in person tothe Brit- 
ish consul andasked him with tears in 
her eyes if he could not insure her 
some degree of protection. Without 
the slightest hesitation the British con- 
sul informed her that she nged not be 
in the least apprehensive in rggard to 
the Americans, adding the emphatic as- 
surance that honor and virtue were 
safer in Manila under the stars and 
stripes than they had been for three 
hundred years under the flag of Spain. 


What the British consul: thus declared | 


is literally and absolutely true. Since 
Spain has been in control of the Phil- 
Iippines her unprincipled officers have 
debauched society and politics until to- 
day they are libels upon the fair name 
of civilization; and if the Spanish lady 
who applied for protection to the Brit- 
ish consul general imagined that Ameri- 
cans could possibly be any worse than 
Spaniards, her fears must have been 
terrible indeed. “Hf the conquest of 
the 'Philippfimes means mothing more 
than the removal of those hideous night- 
mares which have tortured womanhood 
on the islands, there is enough to just- 
ify it even upon that score alone.

Referring to Mr. Stanton’s visit to the 
Hoosier State, The Journal says: ‘The 
Georgia poet is the guest of James Whit- 
comb Riley for a few days.

nity of visiting the north. In fact, he is. 


essentially a Georgian and confines his time 
and study as much as possible to his own 
State. He is a man in the prime of life, 
with a kindly and intellectual face, which 
appeals at once to one. The air of the 
studemt is also strongly apparent. In talk- 
ing with a Journal reporter yesterday he 
insisted that the most popular poet in the 
state of Georgia is none other than his 
friend Riley, who on the oceasion of his last 
visit there packed the Grand opera house 
in Atlanta to its capatity for two nights im 
succession. His coming to that city is al- 
ways in the nature of an ovation.”’ 

Continuing its quotation from Mr. Stan- 
toin’s lips, The Journal goes on to present 
him as saying: ‘“‘Atlanta is just now the 
hot-bed of military enthusiasm and every- 
where throughout the south the patriotism 
is up to fever heat. Georgia furnished her 
quota of troops in a few days and then 
had to organize several companies of vol- 
unteers outside of the militia to accommo- 
date the rush tor service. AT the p’«sent 
time the cream of the youth of Georgia is 
in the army and only a small percentage 
of the troops are colored. In Atlanta the 
martial spirit is kept up to white heat con- 
tinually by the fact that a rendezvous, Fort 
McPherson, is located near:the city. Here 
there are at all times from 4,000 to 5,000 sol- 
diers in camp awaiting orders. Here also 
is the prison in which the Spanish prison- 
ers to the numberof sixteen are confined. 
These men when first confined were sullen 
and defiant, continually’ alleging that they 
were being ill-treated, but today there is 
a very friendly feeling existing between the 
prisoners on one hand and the citizens and 
soldiers on the other. They receive tihe best 
of treatment and are allowed to. amuse 
themselves in nearly any way that seems 
good to them. 


“The ubiqu‘tous reporter, however, has a 
hard row to hoe at Fort McPherson. The 


most stringent rules are in foree for the. 
| purpose of keeping him out of the camp. 


AS a consequence t‘here are many ingenious 
schemes evo!ved for the circumvention of 
the rules. In the early stages of the war, 
when the Spaniards were first incarcerated, 
a northern reporter walked up to thesgate 
of the fort and of course was stopped by 
the guard. The Hterary Ananias, without 
changing color, said he desired to enlist and 
already had an appointment With the com- 
manding officer for that purpose. Om this 
pretext he was allowed to enter and as a 
consequence a lengthy article appeared in 
several papers of the country on the sub- 
ject of the doings within the camp. Af- 
ter that none succeeded im’ running the 
blockade, although a local reporter tried the 
same trick, but failed principally because 
he carried a kodak under this arm: The 
difficulties in the way of a visit tothe fort 
seem to add to the desire of all the news- 
paper men from far and near to get inside, 
and as a result the gates are continu@lly 
bombarded by the news hunters.” This is 
the second war that Mr. Stanton has seen. 
In his boyhood he witnessed the destruction 
of both Atlanta and his own home, in Sa- 
vannah, by the armies of Shermam. But 
he states that never during his life has 
he seen so ‘great enthusiasm in the south 
as can be witnessed any day now among 
old and young.

| POSTOFFICE FIGURES 


SHOW ATLANTA’S GROWTH. 


Uncle Sam has many ways of measuring 
and recording the growth of the communi- 
ties which he watches over with a fatherly 
interest, and the postoffice department is 
one of his main sources of information. 

An outsider who wanted in a general way 
some facts and figures showing Atlanta’s 
progress would find plenty of interesting 
matter in the official reports of this depart- 
ment, 

The volume of business transacted here 
makes an impressive exhibit in the shape 
of the receipts of the postoffice. The pos- 
tal statistics of the south Atlantic and gulf 
States also indicate the amount of busi- 
ness in Atlanta’s trading territory. This 
areagycontributes about $8,238,000 annually 
to the revenue of the postoffice department, 
and it should be stated that these states 
do about one-tenth of the postal business 
of the country. 


The way to fix Atlanta’s status in the 
business of this region is to compare her 
postal receipts with those of Georgia and 
Other southeastern states. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
the Atlanta receipts were $265,091.70, and 
Georgia’s ‘receipts were $1,085,573.63. 

In gther words, Atlanta does about one- 
fourth of the postal business of Georgia: 

She ranks twenty-seventh, when com- 
pared with the largest cities of the coun- 
try in the volume of her postal receipts, 
and compared with the principal] southern 
cities she ranks third, Louisville and New 
Orleans standing first and second. 

The combined postal receipts of Savan- 
nah, Macon, Augusta, Columbus and Rome 
are not much more thag those of this city 
alone, and the combineg receipts of Nazh- 
ville and Chattanooga are only a few thou- 
Sand dollars more than Atlanta’s receipts. 


Since the year 1870 the business of the 
office here has shown gq steady increase 
for every year, with the single exception of 
the fisca] year ending June 30, 1894, when 
the genera] financial] depression caused a 
Slight decrease. 

The exposition period naturally increased 
the postal receipts, and for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1896, which includes the 
most active months of that great industrial 
show, the increase was 17 per cent. The 
preceding fiscal year covering the construc- 
tion period of the exposition, showed an 
increase of 12 per cent. For the entire pe- 
riod from 1870 to June 30, 1897, the average 
annual increase in Atlanta’s postal re- 
ceipts was 8.6 per cent. The increase of 
receipts of this fiscal year over the last is 
6.85 per cent, and it is probable that next 
year will show a larger percentage. 

The gross receipts of Atlanta for the 
present fiscal year may be put down in 
round numbers at $283,000, and taking 6.85 
per cent as a basis, the receipts for the 
next fiscal year will be over $300,009. 


The money order business of the Atlanta 
Office is a big thing. 

It shows in a very convincing way how 
the Gate City controls the trade of the 
vast surrounding territory. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
the money orders purchased in Atlanta 
amounted to $252,273.25, and those received 
and paid out here by the postoffice amount- 
ed” to $1,026,855.69. The money orders re- 


‘ceived and paid out here, it will be scen, 


nearly quadrupled the amount of the or- 
ders purchased here and sent away. 

These are the figures presented in some 
valuable tables of statistics furnished by 
Postmaster W. H. Smyth, of the Atlanta 
office, 

But Postmaster Smyth does not stap with 
these general tables and percentages which 
are so interesting to the average business 
man. He believes that a satisfactory free 
delivery service is qa very important factor 
of the growth and progress of a city. 
Speaking of the matter, the other day, he 
mentioned a number of pvints which will 
doubtless be new to the majority of read- 
ers. Here are some of the facts whica 
make it plainly evident that the Aflanta 
office deserves more liberal treatment from 
the government. ‘ 

We have in Atlanta eleven carriers mak- 
ing four trips daily; nine carriers making 
three trips daily; twenty carriers making 
two trips daily, making in all forty carriers. 

In order to promptly and efficiently de- 
liver ali the meaill arriving from 8 a. m. to 
4 p. m., and meet the growth of the city, 
there should be ten carriers making five 
trips daily; four carriers making four trips 
daily; fifteen carriers making two trips 
daily, making in all forty-five carriers. 

The population of Atlanta within the 
carrier delivery, as shown by the census 
taken under the direction of the secretary 
of state in 1895, was at that time $5,214. 

The area is ten and sixth-tenths square 
miles. There is no data with which to 
compare the area with other cities, but the 
following table shows the percentage of 
free delivery expenses to gross receipts of 
thirteen other offices for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1897, by which it appears 
that tho percentage of Atlanta was 15, 
and the lowest of all, excepting Des Moines, 
la., which is also 15 per cent, and Hart- 
ford, Conn., which is 13 per cent. The gross 
receipts for Atlanta for the present fiscal 
year would be in round numbers $283,000, 
and the percentage of free delivery ex- 
penses will be a little less than 16 per cent. 
The increase of receipts of this fiscal year 
over the last is 6.85 per cent, and it is prob- 
able that those of next year -will be larger 
than this. Taking 6.85 per cent, however, 
as a basis, the receipts for the next fiscal 
year will be over $300,000. 

The increase of present carriers salaries 
for next fiscal year will be $566.66. Salaries 
of. five additional carriers asked for, $3,000; 
add allowance this year—$45,000—which 
makes a total allowance for next fiscal 
year of $48,566.66, which will be about 15 per 
cent of estimated receipts. 

In the number of deliveries per day, At- 
lanta is much below other cities of her 
size and importance, and ought to be placed 

an equality. 
with danre-tive carriers and the three 
collectors now allowed, a very satisfactory 
service can be rendered, which will be ap- 
preciated by the business men especially 
and the citizens generally.

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
the average per cent of expenses to the 
gross receipts of all presidential postoffices 
in government buildings was 47 per cent. 
The Atlanta office was only 32 per cent. 
There are only ten of the above offices 
which fall below this. All of these handle 
a much smaller amount of newspapers 
and periodicals and only five are dépositing 
offices. | 

In Atlanta there are 9% establishments 
sending out second class mail matter, news- 
papers and periodicals, and of the total 
postage paid by them The Constitution pays 
nearly two-thirds of the whole amount! 

This is a wonderful official showing, and 
the reports show that no other newspaper 
in the United States pays 80 great a pro- 
portion of the postage of the second-class 
mail matter of the city in which it is pub- 
lished. 

Atlanta. besides being a “nixte’’ office, of 
which there afe only eleven in the United 
States, collects 1 per cent of the total news- 


paper postage collected; pays 29 per cent of - 


the railway mail clerks of the fourth divis- 


‘fon; is the central distributing office for all 


matter in the southern states; is 


| itory for two-thirds of the fourth-class of- 


ficeg in Georgia. This makes much extra 
work, of which it has a larger proportion 
than the offices with which it is comparcd 
in the table attached. The per cent of 
clerk hire by that table is 15 per cent or % 


per cent below the average. If this outside , 


work was taken off, the percentage of clerk 
hire would be less than 14 per cent. 

The office is greatly in need of additional 
clerks and some of the clerks who have 
been long in the service should be better 
paid for the work they do. There should 
also be sub-stations for the sale of stamps, 
registering letters and issuing money or- 
ders,. established in the city as there are 
in other cities. On the-estimated receipts 
of $300,000 for the next fiscal year, which 
is a low estimate, this can be done with- 
out increasing the clerk hire beyond 15 per 
cent of gross receipts, which is below the 
average of other offices. 


With the present force of carriers, some 
of our citizens do not receive their morn- 
ing mail until neatly midday. The people 
living near the end of the routes*of course 
get their mail later. In a business center, 
where there are numerous commercial trav- 
elers and others whose movements and 
trade are largely controlled by their corre- 
spondence the early delivery of letters is 
a very important matter. . 

The ‘Atlanta office should at least obtain 
the five additional carriers needed ,to per- 
fect its delivery system, and it will proba- 
bly do go, unless some of our congressmen 
in the mistaken interests of economy cut 
down the appropriation set apart for such 
purposes. The Georgia congressman who 
succeeds in reducing the appropriation per- 
haps does not stop to consider that his 
constituents will have to suffer the incon- 
veniences resulting from his efforts to cut 
down expenses. 

When the postoffice department is crip- 
pled for want of funds it at once proceeds 
to cripple offices like Atlanta which are 
already struggling along, and doing more 
work for less money than the other. offices 
of its class.

First confederate troops were made up 
from drilled compan'‘es of the volunteer 
force of the state. These companies were 
the first to enlist. Many of them were 
old companies. A large number of new 
companies were formed in the first months 
of 1861. drilled at bome and sent into camps 
of instruction. The only lack was arms. 
There were many small affairs before the 
great battle of First Manassas July 21, 1861. 
That battle was fought under leadership of 
skilled generals. Many of the companies 
were well drilled. A large number were 
what would usually be called undrilled 
men. Camps of instruction were fcrmed 
at Big Shamty, in Georgia, Richmond, Va., 
and many other places. Southern men 
learn, the art of war very rapidly. Private 
soldiers in the United States regular army 
were not allowed to withdraw.

Editor Constitution—After 
banks and bar an rong thn ee 
oa Ds valk papers imposes the tollow- 
ing upon ail of our craft: 

all checks drawn and issued on or after 
July 1st next, must bear a 2-cent revenue 
stamp, and said checks are not payaime 
until so stamped, ‘The penalty for each oi- 
fense is $50. 

Certificates of bank stock and certificates 
of deposit bearing interest must each have 
a 2-cent stamp when the amount is $100 or 
less, and an additional 2-cent stamp for 
every additional $100 or fraction thereof. 

All promissory notes, includ:fig your own 
payabies, are subject tu the same tax 
as certificates of deposit, 

All demand or sight drafts and demand 
loans not interest bearing are subject to 
2 cents tax, and those drawn with time are 
subject to the same tax as abeve cited 
on notes 

When a note is renewed or extended, it 
is subject to the same tax as an original 
paper and must be stamped each time. it 
is renewed or extended. 

Notes given heretofore and due after the 
lst of July next, are not subject to be 
taxed, unless renewed or extended. 

All mortgages taken upon real or per- 
sonal property for $1,000 and not exceed- 
ing $1,800 must have a 25-cent stamp, When 
less than $1,000 no stamp is required. When 
the amount exceeds $1,500 a 2%-cent stamp 
is required for each additiona] $300 or frac. 
tion thereof. 

When a mortgage is tranbferred to a 
third party it is subject to a repitition of 
the above stamp tax. 

Bach power of attorney given to trans- 
fer stock, collect dividends, convey real 
estate or collect the rents thereof without

The cfiicers at the post do not complain 
because of the prospective extra duty of 
Guarding Spaniards and they announce 
that the prisoners will be well kept. The 
Spaniards now at the post are locked up 
in the hoprocm and a guard of soldiers 
is kept continually around the building. 

Hscape for the prisoners is impossible, 
but it is the consensus of opinion at the 
post that the Spaniards do not desire to 
escape. They are well fed and housed and 
are allowed to take a walk every after- 
noon, accompanied by an armed guard. 
They are not allowed to receive company 
or exchange calls with acquaintances in 
the «ity, and must confine their conver- 
sitions tw themselves, except for sign 
speaking with the guards when they desire 
anytiing. 

However, the prisoners have made no 
acquaintances in the city, an order for- 
bidding their communication with any 
one having been issued soon after they 
arrived at the post. The only hard por- 
tion of the Spanish prisoner’s life is oc- 
cesioned by the civilian visitors at the 
post who gaze at the prisoners of war as 
if they expected to see horns protruding 
from béneath their military caps. 

The officers at the post, however, are 
certain of one thing. If Spanish prisoners 
of war are brought to Fort McPherson it 
will be necessary to erect a prison building 
for them. There is plenty of ground av 
the post for this purpose. The brick bar- 
racks, formerly occupied by the soldiers 
of the Fifth infantry, have been converted 
into a hospital. 

‘ihe hospital proper is full of patients 
brought from Tampa and it was found 
necvssary to place the additional sick ones 
in the barracks. This drove the soldiers 
and recruits into the rulimans” erected 
on the vacant ground in the rear of the 
mess hall. Here several thousand soldiers 
and recruits are quartered and they an- 
nounce that during the heated term they 
would rather be there than in the bar- 
racks, 

There are several places on the reserva- 
tion which are not used for anything. 
They are devoid of trees and shrubbery 
and very little grading would have to be 
done before commencing work on the 
prison. 

When the order is issued making Fort 
McPherson & prison site it is probable 
that « bviiding will be erected on one of

these vacant places, The Fifth infantry, 
which is still quartered at the post, would 
naturally bave the task of guarding these 
prisoners. The men would much prefer 
doing duty at the front with the invading 
army. but they realize that some must 
remain at home,,«d while they say they 
are net satisfied, they are resigned.

He said they would take the Gate City 
and would temporarily turn it into a 
Louisville. Three hundred members of 
Camp Easten will come in a body and 
accompanying these will be a @reat num- 
ber of visitors. Many sons of veterans and 
daughters of the confederacy will attend. 
The lk agi ohapters of these organizations 
will com with almost their entire mem- 
bership. 

They will bring with them a glee club 
With twenty-five trained voices and also 
a brass band. .Special trains will be re- 
quired to transport the Kentuckians and 
there will be several specials over the 
route they will travel, bringing them to 
the south, where the old veterans fought 
around and for them, as for the greater 
number of the veterans who will be here, 
the battlefields around Atlanta will have 
a peculiar charm. 

The headquarters for Kentucky will be 
on the first floor of the Austell building, 
and here will be arranged the greatest 
facilities to make their visit a pleasant 
one. The place will be decorated in true 
Kentucky style and colors. The sponsors 
from that state will be among the most 
beautiful women of the state. 

Captain Marrimer said that the interest 
in the reunion is no greater in any other 
southern city than it is in Louisville. He 
Says that the people are coming in large 
numbers and the largest delegation, that 
will be here will be Kentuckians. 

He spoke of the war spirit there and 
said there is no place in the United States 
that is exhibiting more patriotism than 
the people of Louisville, and they: are 
showing that no partisun spirit is entering 
into the conflict with the Spaniards as far 
as Kentucky is concerned. 

Want Next Reunion. | 

Captain Marrimer said that the Louis- 
ville delegation would come here with an 
invitation to the cwusederate veterans 
to hold the next reunion in that city.

No work has been done 
in that direction yet, but the Louisville 
people say they feel that they are entitled 
to it aecording to the importance of the 
city and that nearly every other large city 
in the south has had a reunion. 

Captain Marrimer said that when At- 
lanta was selected as the place at the re- 
union in Nashville last year Louisville 
was a competitor for the place. During 
the voting Louisville.got 600 votes, but as 
soon as it was ‘apparent that Atlanta 
would win the Kentuckians went to work 
for Atlanta and landed the choice of the 
convention in favor of Atlanta for the re- 
union in 1898. 

“The veterans from nentucky,” said 
Captain Marrimer, ‘you may rest aSsured 
will be here. The people will know when 
we come, too, for we propose to be heard 
from and will make ourselves popular with 
the Georgians, and-especially Atlanti&ns, 
of whom we have heard so much. 

“Louisville is expecially amxious to see 
the reunion here a grand success and we 
will try to make it so.

ARE AT THE POST 


‘Three Suspects Were Brought to Fort 
McPherson Last Night. 


ARRESTED ON TYBEE ISLAND 


Where They Were Thought To Be Too 
Closely Inspecting. 


OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION TO BE MADE 


The Men Will Be Closely Guarded with 
Other Prisoners While Officers 
Investigate Their Cases. 


HREE alleged Spanish spies were 
T Preuss: to Fort McPherson hast night 

and were placed in the hoproom, which 
has been converted into a temporary prison, 
and which is occupied by the prisoners of 
war now at the post. Officers at the post 
last ni@ht denied knowing of the presence 
of the suspects, but it was definitely as- 
centained that they left the train under 
guard and entered the gate of the govern- 
ment reservation. 

The three alleged spies were arrested on 
Tybee island, near Savannah, one week 
ago. They were thought to be prying’ too 
closely into the fortifications at that point, 
and were promptly placed under lock and 
key. After they had been arrested they 
are said to have told conflicung stories, 
which added to the suspicions of the officers 
on ithe island, and it was decided to hold 
them for investigation. 

Yesterday morning they left Tybee island 
under a close guard, and strict watch was 
kept over them until they were placed in 
the temporary prison at Fort MePherson. 
They were brought here in charge of Lieu- 
tenant Joseph Bradley, who had under him 
one sergeant and two privates. 

The three suspects evidently were aware 
that there was no chance for escape, and 
they are said to have acted very ricely 
while en route to this city. Officers of the 
government will investigate the cases 
against the men, and if they are preven to 
be spies it will go hard with them. 

One of the suspects is “Spanish John,” 
a well-known character in Savannah, who 
has resided there for some time, and who, 
since the war, has been regarded with sus- 
picion by many, it is said. Another of the 
suspects claimed to have been in the ser- 
vice of Major W. A. Wilkins, of Waynes- 
boro, but that gentleman has announced 
that he never employed such a party. 

The third alleged spy claims to be a de- 
serter from the Spanish ranks. The al- 
leged spies are looked upon with suspicion, 
which is growing stronger, and the army 
officers at Tybee believe they have appre- 
hended three agents of the Spanish gov- 


enrment. 


THE SENTENCE IS NOT BINDING. 


Officers of the Regular Army Cannot 
Try Volunteers. 

An important order was issued yesterday 
from the department of the gulf relative to 
a recent courtmartial in which two mem- 
bers of the volunteer artillery of South Car- 
oline were convicted. Because of the fact 
that an officer of the regular army sat on 
the courtmartial the sentence is declared 
null and void. The order cites the seventy- 
seventh article of war as authority.

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Mr. J. L. Riley, agent for the Magdebourg 

Fire Insurance Company, says that he 
does favor the ordinance fixing a tax of 
$200 a year on insurance agents and he 
gives hie reasons. He says that there are 
too many agents here now and he believes 
that if the tax is imposed the number 
will be reduced and that rates will not 
be increased. He gays: 

“I am one among a number of local 
agents who favor this license, but cannot 
lay claim to all the honor which the 
‘prominent agent’ who was interviewed 
recently would thrust upon me. 

“I take issue with ‘Prominent Agent’ on 
the only matter in connection with the 
subject’of inierest to the insuring public, 
namely, imcrease of rates. A moment’s 
reflection wfll convince you that noe» in- 
crease can be enforced unless all the com- 
panies through the tariff association join 
in raising them. I assert mest emphat- 
icilly that no increase on account of this 
ordinance will be allowed by the compa- 
nies which I represent, and any agent who 
undertakes to increase rates on account 
of it will soon find his occupation gone. 
The effort to carry public sentiment against 
the ordinance on this account is, there- 
fore, mere bluff. 

“The real reason for the ordinance from 
the standpoint of established agencies ts 
this: In all lines of legitimate business, 
fire insurance agencies included, some cap- 
ital is requisite to success. It has almost 
come to pass, however, that when one has 
failed at everything else he feels justified 
in taking up insurance with no other quali- 
fication or facility for the business than 
the capacity to read a rate book on the 
curb stone. From this practice the genus 
‘curbstone brokers’ or agents have sprung. 
The result is the insuring public is the 
victim of numberless solicitations fcr pa- 
tronage and established agencies are an- 
noyed, ali to no good purpus®?. The inps- 
cition of this license tax will tend to re- 
duce this evil in the business and at the 
same time add some $3,000 to the revenues 
of the city from a source now yielding 
nothing. It is golely an agent's tax, an. 
the cOmpanies cannot be required to pay 
it. It follows that no ground can exisi 
for disturbing the :xisting arrangements 
urder which Inspector Macon 3B. Sharp 
discharges this important duties so satis- 
factorily. 

“T am an advocate of low rates of in- 
surance, especially on dwellings. I believe 
the surest and speediest way to secure re- 
duced rates is to cOnfine the business to 
established offices and decrease the num- 
ber who seek to share the commissions. 
As this license tax tends in this direction 
and relieves a long suffering pubiic of a 
horde of solicitors without increasing rates, 
and at the same time adds a considerable 
sum to the revenues of the city, 1 am, in 
company with many other fire insurance 
agents with established offices, in favor 
of the ordinange.”’ 


The executive Committee of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association met yesterday 
at the Equitable. Some representatives 
from Savannah were here, among them 
being Chairman T. M. Cunningham, Jr., 
chairman of the fire commission. He 
made a statement to the executive com- 
mittee which agreed to take off the recent 
increase of 10 per cent in rates. Mr. Cun- 
ningham stated that the city had secured 
the services of a fire tug and was arrang- 
ing for many improvements. Messrs. C. 
F. Prendergast, Bob Hull and Willie Wil- 
son were also here. These last three are 
prominent Savannah agents. Mr. Hull is 
also a member of the Savannah fire com- 
mission.

HB delegates to the state convention 
began to arrive last night. By tonight 
there will be a large number of them 
here, A few candidates for such places as 
solicitor and judge will also be in today. 

The convention will be called to order 
tomorrow in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

To all appearances, it will be as quiet a 
political convention as the democrats have 
ever hejd. The primary system completely 
broke up the practice of juggling and cau- 
cussing between candidates and delegates. 
There is nothing much for the convention 
to do but to formally ratify the will of the 
people as expressed at the ballot boxes 
on June 6th. It is safe to say that there 
will be no nominations except those of the 
camdidates who carried the state by storm. 

So far as can be seen at this time, there 
will be no fight over a platform. Some 
changes will be proposed in the primary 
regulations, but they will be intended to 
perfect the system and bring it even more 
closely in touch with the democrats of the 


Nothing definite was heard here yesterday 
from Mr. Mozley, of Cobb, amd while some 
democrats of Cobb thought that he might 
run as an independent, the general impres- 
sion was that he would not. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt was at his office 
in the capitol yesterday. He said that he 
had stated to Mr. Mozley that if there 
was any chance for him to be nominated by 
the district convention he, Colonel Nesbitt, 
would not accept the nomination. The 
commissioner of agriculture, said he, did 
not want the honor, but under the circum- 
stances he felt that it was his duty to ac- 


cept. 


Hon. J. CG. Black, of Augusta, was up 
yesterday. He had a case in the supreme 
court and went back in the afternoon.

REVENUE STAMPS MADE HERE 


‘Will Be Printed at Custom House and 


Sold at Agencies. 


PRINTED IN FOUR OTHER CITIES 


Present One-Cent Stamp To Be Used 
Temporarily Until Regular Reve- 
nue Stamps Are Issued. 


An order was received by Internal Reve- 
nue Collector Rucker yesterday from the 
treasury department regarding the estab- 
lishment of agencies throughout the city 
for the sale of stamps for revenue taxes. 

At present the l-cent stamp will be used 


and will have printed on its face the letters . 


“I. R.” to show that iv is to be used for 
revenue purposes. These stamps will be 
sent from Washington and are only tem- 
porary until the new revenue stamps can 
be printed. : 

The regular revenue stamps will be print- 
ed in five of the principal cities of the coun- 
try, Atlanta being one of these, and the 
printing will be done by contract. s& local 
printing firm received the contract here and 
will immediately establish a plant in the 
custom house building. 

The contractors will be required to pay 
$15 for each plate used and the printing of 
the stamps will be under the direct super- 
vision of an authorized agent of the Zov- 
ernment, who »will be assisted by a clerk. 
Both will be appointed by the department 
at Washington. 

Not only will the stamps be printed in 
sheets. for the convergence of those who 
use them, but drafts, orders and papers 
may have the stamps impfinted upon their 
face and persons desiring same will make 
application to the collector of the district, 
presenting at the same time payment for 
the stamps. | 

The order is as follows: 

“Treasury Department, Office of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, Washing- 
ton, D. C., June 2%, 1898.—To Collectors of 
Internal Revenue: Avail yourself of every 
accommodation possible for tha sale of ad- 
hesive stamps, inviting postmasters, 
banks. trust companies, insurance agen- 
cies, drug stores, cigar stands, merchants, 
or any other vendor to the public, to buy 
them in quantities of not less than $100 
a on a commission of 1 per cent for re- 

“Avail yourself of the services of the 
newspapers who wish to use such matter 
to inform the public where and how such 
stamps can be procured. Inform the pub- 
lie that, when they cannot get a single 
Btamp of the right denomination to cover 
the obligation of taxes called for, two or 
more may be used for that purpose. 

Documentary stamps are for use on all 
documents, schedule A, and proprietary 
Stamps for use on all medicines, prepara- 
tions, etc,, in schedule B of the revenue act. 
Sell adhesive stamps to all parties applying 
regardiess of location, giving taxpayers in 
your district the preference. Res ectfully 
yours, +B SCO ;

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GREAT PERIL 


The San Jose Scale Is Ravishing the 
Fruit Orchards. 


IT MULTIPLIES VERY RAPIDLY 


Professor Scott, the State Entomolo- 
gist, Tells About the Insect. 


ORCHARD MEN CAN CHECK ITS SPREAD 


The Bug Is Being Destroyed by an 
Epidemic Disease, but the Grow- 
ers Must Help, Too. 

p entomologist or bug expert, return- 

ed yesterday from a trip through 
the peach orchards of middle Georgia. He 
reported that the San Jose scale is widely 
distributed over the state and has done a 
vast amount of injury to the fruit trees. 
In some orchards it has destroyed within 
the last four years two-thirds of a. the 
trees, and by the end of the present season 
will have ruined the other third. 

This little pest which has been attacking 
the fruit trees of Georgia for several years 
past, was imported into America probably 
frcm Australia more than twenty years 
ago. It first appeared in the orchards 
of the San Jose valley, California. It was 
conveyed east through the shipment %f£ 
small trees to New Jersey, where it got 
among the nurseries and wa thence dis- 
tributed all through the northern and 
southern states. 

For a long time fruit growers of this 
section noticed that their trees were dying, 
but could not tell what was the cause. The 
scale is a tiny bug, which when full grown 
looks like a little bit of brown gelatin. 
In its first stages the scale has feet and 
antennae. For a few giays it crawls up 
and down the body of the tree or along 
the limb®, hunting for a location. When it 
finis a spot unoccupied and which suits 
its taste the scale stops and proceeds to 
business. Having no further use for feet 
they drop off, as do all the other append- 
ages except the antennae. These undergo 
some slight change and take somewhat 
the form of a tube, with which the insect 
bores into the bark and through which it 
draws the sap from the tree. In the 
course of time a scale tegins t@form on 
the back of the insect and the scale grows 
slcwly until the insect is entirely covered, 
but he continues at work for forty or sixty 


days longer. The entire period of life is 
about three months. 


Billions of Them. 


The scaie multiplies with great rapidity, 
and in one season the body and limbs of 
a trec will be entirely covered with mil- 
lions of them. One female and her de- 
scendants produce 3,509,100 insects in a 
year. The constant drain upon the sap 
of the tree is like drawing blood from the 
human system. Gradual paralysis comes 
over the body and branches. 

Irofessor Scott recommends two or 
three methods of treating the scale for 
the purpose of getting rid of it, the sim- 
plest and cheapest of which is to spray 
the trees with a mixture.of Kerosene ind 
water, about one-quarter kerosene and 
three-quarters water. 

The oi] is vety penetrating and reaches 
through the bark and kills all the insects 
with which it cOmes in contact; but of 
course it is impossible to reach them all 
in treating a large number of trees. ‘By 
the way,.this treatment can be applied only 
in the winter, for if such a strong solution 
were applied during the growing season it 
would injuriously affect the fruit. 

In treating an orchard, barrels containing 
the mixture are placed on a wavon with a 
man to pump and two lines of hose with 
wrich men spray the trees as the wagon 
passes along. The chief item in this pro- 
cess is the labor, for a gill of kerosene is 
sufficient for a tree. 


How To Kill It. 


Professor Scott says that the scale is 
here to stay and that the fruit growers 
ars recognizing that fact, and are prepar- 
ing to fight it. Thre is._no hope of en- 
tirely destroying the pest in this state or 
country, and the only hope is to keep it in 
check eo that the orchards will. continue to 
grow a good crop. Often it is found nec- 
essary to givé the trees a’ second shower 
bath during the spring or summer. in 
this event, the proportion of kerosene is 
about one-half the quantity used in the 
winter.

‘Natural Enemies. 


It is true, Professor Scott says, that 
the scale has natural enemies which are 
feecing upon it and assist the farmer in 
its destruction. One of these enemies is 
the lady bug, which is familiar to all, but 
there are so many more  nillions of scales 
than lady bugs that the latter are away 
behind in their efforts to eat up al] the 
former. 

Then there is a fungus,or plant growth 
which attacks the scale and this fungus 
seems to be epidemic in some orchards. 
It has killed all the pests on hundreds 
of trees in some sections. This fungys is 
disseminated by a germ, and there is @ rea- 
son to hope that it will be widely distribu- 
ted and finally catch up with the epréead 
of the scale. 

Not only the peach but the plum, pear, 
apricot, and apples trees are victims of 
pest. The peach tree, however, 
is its favorite. It even attacks rose bushes, 
but never seems to bother such trees as 
the orange or lemon. It feeds only on Ge- 
ciduous trees. Tres which retain their 
leaves all the year round are exempt from 
its ravages, 

Under an act of the legislature, the 
entomologist has authority to dig up and 
burn any tgee which is affected with this 
terrible pest, Of course orchard growers 
and proprietors of nurseries are very 
anxious to ret rid of it and they readily 
give their assistance, but in a few instances 
Professor Scétt found ladies who protested 
mildly against having their rose gardens 
disfigured by him. ¢ 

Killing Shade Trees. 

Trere are several varieties of scale, some 
of which attack shade trees, and Prvfessor 
Scott had in his office at the capitol yes- 
terday morning some dead twigs from 
trees on the streets of the city. These 
twigs, and in fact large branches, had 
been killed by the scale. The professor 
suggests that where it is observed that the 
trees are dying or seem to be affected 
by disease it would be beneficial to mop 
them with @ solution of seap and water, 
care being taken to select a sOap which 
has a strong proportion of potash. 

A New Insect. 

Profeseor Scott made a new discovery 
in some of the middle Georgia peach or- 
chards. Hisi attention was called to trees 
the leaves of which seemed to have chang- 
ed color except at the ends of the 
branches. Upon examination he discovered 


that there was a very small insect, invisi- | 


ble to the Maked eye, which was eating 
off the outér cover or epidermis on the 
the leaf. This causes the leaf 
to wilt, an@ eventually will weaken the 
tree becausé this new enemy spreads rap- 
idly and sdon covers practically all the 
leaves. Thé@ entomologist stated that he 
had never Been anything like it before,

The governor shows his patriotism in 
rrore ways than by a formal proclamationm 
He is wearing now @ conspicuously patriot- 
lc cravat which displays the stars and 
stripes. He wipes his weary brow with a 
silk handkerchief whith is bordered in red, 
white and blue. In the center of this hand- 
kerchief is a picture of the Maine and be- 
neath is a suggestion to remember the un- 
fortunate battleship. 

The governor is in earnest in his purpose 
to celebrate and he wants everybody in 
the state to observe the day. This is a 
fitting time, he says, to give the Fourth 
an old time celebration and make it more 
than just a formal affair. If there were 
any red, white and blue suits, the governor 
would get one and wear it. He is going to 
have some decorations at the executive 
mansion next Monday and a dash or two 
of color may be hung about the executive 


office. 
Yesterday he issued a proclamation to 
the people of the state on the subject. It 


reads as follows: 

“Just at this time, when the United 
States is engaged in a war which has as 
its object the liberation of an oppressed 
péople and the bestowal upon the people of 
Cuba the blessings of free government, 
and which is in our own country drawing 
closer the bonds of union and arousing the 
patriotic ardor of all our citizens, it is 
peculiarly desirable that the next Fourth 
of July, the anniversary of the natal day of 
this great republic, be appropriately ob- 
served. 

‘Therefore, I, W. Y. Atkinson, governor 
of said state, do hereby recommend that 
on the said Fourth of July the county and 
city authorities throughout the state cause 
the public buildings in their care to be dec- 
orated with the emblems of our national 
sovereignty, and that the private citizen, at 
his gateway, or over the portals of his 
home suspend the stars and stripes—mute 
testimonia} of his love of country. I fur- 
ther recommend that all business houses 
close their doors for at least a part of the 
day and give their employees the oppor- 
tunity of celebrating the day. I further 
recommend that the people of each com- 
‘munity assemble at some designated place 
and renew their patriotis by listening to 
the story of a nation ‘tha{ is blazing out 
the way up which all the nations of the 
world will come in God’s appointed time.’ 

“In order that the,employees at the cap- 
itol may have opportunity to observe the 
day in a becoming’ Manner the several of- 
fices of the executive department will be 
closed on said Fourth of July.

HP® delegates to the state convention 

began to arrive last night. By tonight 

there will be a large number of them 
here.

To all appearances, it will be as quiet be 
political convention as the democrats have 
ever hejd. The primary system completely 
broke up the practice of juggling and cau- 
cussing between candidates and délegates.

So far as can be seen at this time, there 
will be no fight over a platform. Some 
changes will be proposed in the primary 
regulations, but they will be intended to 
perfect the system and bring it even more 
closely in touch with the democrats of the 


state, 


Nothing definite was heard here yesterday 
from Mr. Mozley, of Cobb, and while some 
democrats of Cobb thought that he might 
run as an independent, the general impres- 
sion was that he would not. 

Colonel R. T. Nesbitt was at his office 
in the capitol yesterday. He said that he 
had stated to Mr. Mozley that if there 
was ary chance for him to be nominated by 
the district convention he, Colonel Nesbitt, 
would not accept the nomination. ‘The 
commissioner of agriculture, said he, did 
not want the honor, but under the cireum- 
stances he felt that it was his duty to ac- 


cept. 


Hon. J. Cc. Black, of Augusta, was up 
yesterday. He had a case in the supreme 
court and went back in the afternoon. Ma- 
jor Black said that he had not learned 
anything about the plans of the populists 
in the tenth district. He was of the opin- 
ion, however, that the party would not 
make anything like as good a race this 
year as they have put up im the past.

REVENUE STAMPS MADE HERE 


“Will Be Printed at Custom House and 


Sold at Agencies. 


PRINTED IN FOUR OTHER CITIES

Present One-Cent Stamp To Be Used 
Temporarily Until Regular Reve- 
nue Stamps Are Issued. 


An order was recetved by Internal Reve- 
nue Collector Rucker yesterday from the 
treasury department regarding the estab- 
lishment of agencies throughout the city 
for the sale of stamps for revenue taxes. 

At present the l-cent stamp will be used 
and will have printed on its face the letters 
“I. R.”” to show that itis to be used for 
revenue purposés. These stamps will be 
sent from Washington and are only tem- 
porary until the new revenue stamps can 
be printed. 

The regular revenue stamps will be print- 
ed in five of the principal cities of the coun- 
try, Atlanta being one of these, and the 
printing will be done by contract. sA local 
printing firm received the contract here and 
will immediately establish a plant in the 
custom house building. 

The contractors will be required to pay 
$15 for each plate used and the printing of 
the stamps will be under the direct super- 
vision of an authorized agent of the Zov- 
ernment, who :will be assisted by a clerk. 
Both will be appointed by the department 
at Washington. 

Not only will the stamps be printed in 
sheets. for the convernjence of those who 
use them, but drafts, orders and papers 
may have the stamps imprinted upon their 
face and persons desiring same will make 
application to the collector of the district, 
presenting at the same time payment for 
the stampa. 

The order is as follows: 

‘Treasury Department, Office of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, Washing- 
ton, D. C., June 2%, 1898.—To Collectors of 
Internal Revenue: Avail yourself of every 
accommodation possible for tha sale of ad- 
hesive stamps, inviting postmasters, 
banks, trust companies, insurance agen- 
cies, drug stores, cigar stands, merchants, 
or any other vendor to the public, to buy 
them in quantities of not less than $100 
eo on a commission of 1 per cent for re- 

“Avail yourself of the services of the 
newspapers who wish to use such matter 
to inform the public where and how such 
stamps can be procured. Inform the pub- 
lic that, when they cannot get a single 
Btamp of the right denomination to cover 
the obligation of taxes called for, two or 
more may be used for that purpose. 

‘Documentary stamps are for use on all 
documents, schedule A, and proprietary 
Stamps for use on all medicines, prepara- 
tions, etc,, In schedule B of the revenue act. 
Sell adhesive stamps to all parties applying 
regardless of location, giving taxpayers in 
your district the preference. Res ectfully 
yours, .

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GREAT PERIL 


The San Jose Scale Is Ravishing the 
Fruit Orchards. 


IT MULTIPLIES VERY RAPIDLY 


Professor Scott, the State Entomolo- 
gist, Tells About the Insect. 


ORCHARD MEN CAN CHECK ITS SPREAD 


The Bug Is Being Destroyed by an 
Epidemic Disease, but the Grow- 
ers Must Help, Too. 


ROFPSSOR W. M. SCOTT, the ‘state 
entomologist or bug expert, return- 
ed yesterday from a ttrip through 
the peach orchards of middle Georgia. He 
reported that the San Jose scale is widely 


| distributed over the state and has done a 


vast amount of injury to the fruit trees. 
In some orchards it has destroyed within 
the last four years two-thirds of all the 
trees, and by the end of the present season 
will Fave ruined the other third. 

This little pest which has been attacking 
the fruit trees of Georgia for several years 
past, was imported into America probably 
frcm Australia more than twenty years 
ago. It firft appeared in the orchards 
of the San Jose valley, California. It was 
conveyed east through the shipment of 
small trees to New Jersey, where it got 
among the nurseries and wa’ thence cis- 
tributed all through the northern and 
southern states. 

For a long time fruit growers of this 
section noticed that their trees were dying, 
but could not tell what was the cause. The 
Scale is a tiny bug, which when full grown 
looks like a little bit of brown gelatin. 
In its first stages the scale has feet and 
antennae. For a few giays it crawls up 
and down the body of the tree or along 
the limbf, hunting for a location. When it 
fin is a spot unoccupied and which suits 
its taste the scale stops and proceeds to 
business. Having no further use for feet, 
they drop off, as do all the other append- 
ages except the antennae. These undergo 
some slight change and take somewhat 
the form of a tube, with which the insect 
bores into the bark and through which it 
draws the. sap from the tree. In the 
course of time a scale tegins t@form on 
the back of the insect and the scale xrows 
slcwly until the insect is entirely covered, 
but he continues at work for forty or sixty 
days longer. The entire period of life is 
about three monthg. 


Billions of Them. 

The scaie multiplies with great rapidity, 
and in one season the body and limbs of 
a trec will be entirely covered with mil- 
lions of them. One female and her de- 
seendants produce 3,509,310 insects in a 
year. The constant drain upon the sap 
of the tree is like drawing blood from the 
human system. Gradual paralysis comes 
over the body and branches. 

Erofessor Scott recommends two or 
three methods of treating the scale for 
the purpose of getting rid of it, the sim- 
plest and cheapest of which is to spray 
the trees with a mixture. of kerosene :nd 
water, about one-quarter kerosene and 
three-quarters water. 

The oi] is véty penetrating and reaches 
through the bark and kills all the insects 
with which it comes in contact; but of 
course it is impossible to reach them all* 
in treating a large number of trees. By 
the way, this treatment can be applied only 
in the winter, for if such a strong solution 
were applied during the growing season it 
would injuriously affect the fruit. 

In treating an orchard, barrcls containing 
the mixture are placed on a wavon with a 
man to pump and two lines of hose with 
wrich men spray the trees as the wagon 
passes along. The chief item in this pro- 
cess is the labor, for a gill of kerosene is 
sufficient for a tree. 


How To Kill It. 


Professor Scott says that the scale is 
here to stay and that the fruit growers 
ars recognizing that fact, and are prepar- 
ing to fight it. There is no hope of en- 
tirely destroying the pest in this state or 
country, and the only hope is to keep it in 
check €o0 that the orchards will continue to 
grow a good crop. Often it is found nec- 
essary to givé the trees a* second shower 
bath during the spring or summer. in 
this event, the proportion of kerosene is 
about one-half the quantity used in the 
winter. 

Natural Enemies. 

It is true, Professor Scott says, that 
the scale has natural enemies which are 
feeding upon it and assist the farmer in 
its destruction. One of these enemies is 
the lady bug, which is familiar to all, but 
there are s0 many more rnillions of scales 
than lady bugs that the latter are away 
behind in their efforts to eat up al] the 
former. 

Then there is a fungus Or plant growth 
which attacks the scale and this fungus 
seems to be epidemic in some orchards. 
It has killed all the pests on hundreds 
of trees in some sections. This fungps is 
disseminated by a germ, and there is a rea- 
son to hope that it will be widely distribu- 
ted and finally catch up with the spread 
of the scale. 

Not only the peach but the plum, pear, 
apricot, and apples trees are victims of 
the little pest. The peach tree, however, 
is its favorite. It even attacks rose bushes, 
but never seems to bother such trees as 
the orange or lemon. It feeds only on @e- 
ciduous trees. Tres which retain their 
leaves all the year round are exempt from 
its ravages. 

Under an act of the legislature, the 
entomologist has authority to dig up and 
burn any tgee which is affected with this 
terrible pest. Of course orchard growers 
and proprietors of nurseries are very 
anxious to ret rid of it and they readily 
give their assistance, but in a few instances 
Professor Scétt found ladies who protested 
mildly againBt having their rose gardens 
disfigured by him. 

Killing Shade Trees. 

Trere are several varieties of scale. some 
of which attack shade trees, and Prvfessor 
Scott had in his office at the capitol yes- 
terday morning some dead twigs from 
trees on the streets cf the city. These 
twigs, and in fact lkarge branches, had 
been killed by the scale. The professor 
suggests that where it is observed that the 
trees are dying or seem to be affected 
by disease it would be beneficial to mop 
them with @ solution of seap and water, 
care being taken to select a soap which 
has a strong proportion of potash. 

A New Insect. 

Professor Scott made-a new discovery 
in some of the middle Georgia peach or- 
chards. His: attention was called to trees 
the leaves of which seemed to have chang- 
ed color except at the ends of the 
branches. Upon examination he discovered 
that there Was a very small insect, invisi- 
ble to the Maked eye, which was eating 
off the outér cover or epidermis on the 
‘top side of the leaf. This causes the leaf 
to wilt, eventually will weaken the 
tree because this new enemy spreads rap- 
idly and covers practically all the 
leaves. The entomologist stated that he 
had never Seen anything like it before, 
and could. ffmd nothing in literature about 
it. He is gping to m a special —

WAML STREET TAXES. 


Traders Advised To Let the Market 
Alone for the Present. 


Robert Goodbody & Co., in Wall Street 

Journal. 

We hac a most inactive market all last 
week. ‘the natural explanation is, of 
course, that people are waiting until they 
See the eflect o1 the taxes to be imposed 
on \vall street after July ist. No doubt 
this is 2 most reasonable explanation, and 
is in ail probability tne correct one. What 
is likely to be the effect? One tax is tnat 
on agreements to loan money, and it 
would seem to the lay mind that the bill 
will make it difficult to prevent it apply- 
ing to call loans. Of course any such con- 
struction as this would effectually cripple 
the banking business of the United States, 
und therefore it must be got over, ana 
we believe competent lawyers have pointed 
out a way which is practicable, and, there- 
fore, while we acquit congress of any merit 
in not doing the threatened harm to all 
bus:ness, we believe it has only been done 
in a very emall degree, if it ail, as to call 
claims, 2 

‘he tax on stock exchange transactions 
is plainly a most foolish one, and the ex- 
change has decided that sellers are to 
have it added to their commission, i. e.. 
to make the ccmmisesion for selling $14.50 
per 100 shares instead of the present $12.50. 
‘he commission for buying is not altered. 
The writer thought it would have been 
wiser for brokers to put’ up with the loss 
of the $2 on sales and leave the commis- 
sion unaltered, but vf course while his 
opinion is unchanged and is very strongly 
held, he has to bend to the opinion of the 
authorities. 

Probably the greatest effect of the law 
will be, as we said last week, in diminish- 
ing room trading by professionals by mak- 
ing it more costly, but what the result 
will be on prices is too intricate a problem 
to give an exact solution of. Shortly put, 
this problem ig whether making the market 
less active will put prices up or down. It 
would seem plain that stocks whose only 
or chief. value is ag counters for specu- 
lation would decline, wnile those whose 
chief value is as investments may weil ad- 
vance. 

Even in the latter case, any active stocks 
in which there is only a small bear ac- 
count as compared with the amount of 
stock in the street may very probably de- 
cline, at least at first, on account of the 
Smaller market, because there would be 
two elements which aaced together make 
up the present prize, vi their value as 
investments and their. value as media of 
speculation. If: the latter falls so it would 
seem ought the prices. 

Non-divi@end paying stocks, howevar, 
are, aS a general rule, in a different cate- 
gory. Of a non-dividend paying stock the 
greater part of the value may be said 
to be generally speculative. Of. course a 
dividend may be in sight within a reason- 
able time, but even this rarely gives much 
present value unless there is also an active 
market. 

A very remarkable case in point occurs 
to us. Texas land trusts represent a very 
real value in land which we do not think 
can be put under $20 per share, and yet, 
because they have never been speculated 
in, the price has fluctuated between five 
and nine years. On the other hand, Texas 
Pacific railroad stock, which hag little or 
no intrinsic value. but which is at times 
active, has generally sold at about doubie 
the price of the Texas land trust. Of 
course the tax may not so reduce the 
speculative market as to make a very 
great difference, but surely whatever in- 
fluence it has will go toward lower prices 
for the sort of reasons given above. 

We therefore think a wise man should 
at present Jet the market alone. He ought 
not to sell short because the bear side 
is not a safe one to take, and ought gen- 
erally to be left to the professionals, who 
alone can understand its difficulties and 
dangers, 

On the other: hand, we do not conceal 
from ourselves that there are many bulls 
who have reasons, which may turn out 
sound, to give for their position. One 
is that large borrowing by the govern- 
ment means inflation, as posterity has to 
pay the bills. We cannot exacthky see why

Chicago, June 27.—Unfavorable weather 
for harvesting and disappointment at re- 
turns of the winter crops sent wheat up to- 
day. July closed 1%c higher and September 
lc, Gorm left off at %e advance. Oats de- 
clined wc. Pork lost 2%c, lard 5@7% and 
ribs 7c. 

Reports of excessive rains in the portion 
of the country where hartvesting is under 
way created a bullisn sentiment in wheat 
at the start. The weather in Europe was 
unfavorable, Paris, Antwerp and Buda 
Pest complaining of continuous rain and 
Great Britain joining in the same com- 
piaint. In addition, reports of poor yields, 
compared with previous expectations came 
from almost every quarter of the American 
Winter wheat region where harvesting has 
been completed. There was considerable 
short interest in the market, and the rea- 
sons for the opening strength being found 
upon examination to stand inspection, there 
was a genera) effort to cover. But the 
Same situation which induced the shorts to 
buy checked the offerings, and with very 
iittle for sale there was lively competition 
which resulted in better prices. July, which 
closed Saturday at 71%ec, sold up to 73%4c, 
the first half of the session and September 
advanced to 67%, a gain of 1c. Closing quo- 
tations from abroad showed a decline at 
Antwerp of 2%c per foushel.- This. to- 
gether with some of the selling of: July in 
the pit here by elevator concerns. sent the 
Price down to Tle for July and 66% for 
September. The crowd wae short, however, 
and on some good buying the market rallied 
quickly and closed near the top of the day. 
Receipts here were onlly 8 ears, against 23 
a year ago.’ Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ceived 89 cars, compared with 289 the cor- 
responding day of the year before.

Perfuming Gloves. 


A charming way to perfume gloves is as 
follows: Procure ambergis, one dram, 
and a quarter of an eunce of orange fluwer 
water. Mix thoroughly, and rub into the 
inside of the gloves with cotton wool. 

Another delicious perfume for gloves is 
to mix half an ounce of essence of roses, 
a dram each of oil of cloves and mace, 
and a quarter of an ounce of frankincense. 
Place the mixture in tissue paper between 
the gloves, then place a heavy weight on 
them. Leave the gloves under the weight 
for a day or two, until they are permeated 
with the fragrance. This will cling to the 
gloves until they are entirely worn out. 

After taking off your gloves they should 
be shaken and stretched out, and put where 
they can lie flat.
